SOTHEBY’S announced a 
fer-reachingrevkrvv ofife pro¬ 
cedures last night in response 
to allegations that it smuggled 
art treasures to Britain and 
rigged auctions. 

The auction house has set 
up an independent panel , to 
examine The firm’s practices, 
particularly its international 
dealings, and a new director 
has been ap p oin ted to look 
over the company's rules and 
procedures. The review board 
will be advised by British and 
American lawyers. 

The inquiry was setup after 
a special meeting of the board 
of Sotheby's Holdings and two 
visits to London by die compa¬ 
ny’s American president and 
chief executive, Diana Brooks, 
to investigate claims that' 
Sotheby's Old Masters expert 
in Milan arranged to smuggle 
an 18th-century -painting to 
London last year.

It 
alleged dial Sotheby’s altitude 
encouraged the looting of an¬ 
cient religious sites in India 
and the smuggling erf artefacts 
hum Italy to Switzerland and 

thence to Britain.

"Our management believe 
that the house rules for 
Sotheby's employees are the 
most stringent in the industry. 
They will; however, be re¬ 
viewed ami, if appr o p ria te, 
reinforced.’* Training would 
also be strengthened to ensure 
the highest ethical standards. 

The anno un c e me n t was 
welcomed 1 by Sir Hugh 


Leggatt, a former member of 
the Museums and Galleries 
Commission.

10,000 years in Provence for cavemen

IT WAS the longest holiday anyone has 
ever enjoyed. For ten thousand years, as 
foe Ice AgegrippedBritan, &e popula¬ 
tion fled to the South of France. . 

Between 23,000 and 13JXW years ago, 
archaeologists have concluded, the coun¬ 
toy was virtually empty. The period was 
Hie coldest spefl to a long succession of 
ice ages, and itpiuved too much even for 
foe hardy people then inhabiting Britain. 

Although foecountiyhad beracnntinr 
oousfy occupied since the time of 
' Man half a nuDfoa years ago.

Dr Rupert Housley of Glasgow Univer¬ 
sity toW an English Heritage conference 
at the weekend. 

In winter, temperatures would have 
been constantly sub-sera .while summer 
would have been marked by rain and 
snow. Faced with such conditions, people 
preferred foe more temperate dimates of 
southern France and northern Spam, 
where they created the famous cave 
paintings'of Lascanx and Altamira. 

“We can trace the return of there 
natives by looking at the carbon dates for 
renewed occupations through northern 
France andacross what laier became foe 
English Channel,” Dr Housley said. 
“Fifteen thousand yean ago they were in 


the -Dordogne; a thousand years later 
people bad moved up into Switzerland, 
and by about 12,600years ago they finally 
made it back into Britain, the most 
northerly territory that had seen human 
occupation before.” 

Dr Bryan Sykes of Oxford University 
told the conference that studies of 
mitochondrial DNA, the form passed 
down through tile maternal line, showed 
that 85 per cent of a sample of people 
from all pails'of Europe bad a common 
loe Age ancestry. His data suggests that 
this common ancestor lived around 20- 
^000 years ago, at .least 2QJOOO years 
after modem.man first entered Europe 
the Middle East.

IRA bombing 
fears put 
Westminster 
on the alert

SECURITY measures at West¬ 
minster have been tightened 
after a warning that the 
Houses of Parliament could be 
the target of an attack by the 
IRA 

Access restrictions have 
been imposed on the 4,000 
staff working in the Lords and 
Commons after security chiefs 
suggested that terrorists have 
been carrying out covert sur¬ 
veillance operations in prepa¬ 
ration for a bomb attack in the 
lead-up to the election. 

As the measures were put in 
place yesterday, terrorists 
planted a 1,0001b bomb in 
Strabane, Co Tyrone. The 
RUC said that the bomb, 
which was left on a housing 
estate dose to a hotel and an 
old people’s home, was de¬ 
signed to kill members of the 
security forces and any pass¬ 
ing civilians. Police were alert¬ 
ed to the bomb when the IRA 
issued a telephone warning on 
Sunday that it had planted a 
device on foe A5 out of 
Strabane. 

There have been warnings 
that the IRA might strike at 
the Commons as the Irish 
National liberation Army did 
shortly before the 1979 elec¬ 
tion. One of Margaret Thatch¬ 
er's closest allies, Airey Neave, 
was lolled when a bomb 
planted in his car exploded as 
he was driving out of the 
underground car-park. 

Under the new measures, 
staff at the Palace of Westmin¬ 
ster haw been stopped from 
entering on foot by the Car¬ 
riage Gates, the main en¬ 
trance for cars. They will have 
to go through security barri¬ 
ers. Random checking of pass- 
holders and the searching of 
their bags will be intensified. 

Betty Boothroyd. the Com¬ 
mons Speaker, approved the 
new measures after an MI5 
warning that the IRA was 


talcing an interest in the 
Palace. It has been suggested 
that IRA “sleepers’* posing as 
tourists have been taking pho¬ 
tographs of the building. 

In a fetter to all staff at 
Parliament last night Peter 
Jennings, the Serjeant at 
Arms, who is charge of sec¬ 
urity, said that measures were 
being introduced or reinforced 
“because the Palace of West¬ 
minster remains at a high 
level of threat from the Provi¬ 
sional IRA”. 

He said the IRA “will be 
keen to gather whatever tar¬ 
geting information it can; 
especially concerning our sec¬ 
urity measures, including 
closed-drcuit TV coverage, ac¬ 
cess arrangements and 
patrols” 

MPs and peers will still be 
allowed to enter Parliament 
on foot by the main gates. 

Superintendent Mervyn 
Hood of the RUC said that 
yesterday’s Strabane bomb 
was primed and ready to be 
detonated. “Had the device 
exploded the hotel would have 
been very, very bady dam¬ 
aged. The old people’s home 
would certainly have had 
glass damage," he said. 

In a separate incident, army 
bomb disposal experts defused 
a Mk 16 mortar yesterday 
which was fired at a police car 
in Pomeroy. Co Tyrone, on 
Sunday night Three police 
officers in the car suffered 
minor injuries. 

The IRA attacks came as Mr 
Adams called on Mr Major to 
allow Sinn Fein to meet gov¬ 
ernment officials to discuss the 
party’s entry to the Stormont 
talks. 

In a fax to Downing Street 
Gerry Adams, the Sinn Fein 
President urged the Prime 
Minister not to allow the 
general election to hold up the 
peace process.

Psychiatrist 
at Ashworth 
Hospital 
suspended

A CONSULTANT psychia¬ 
trist has become the fourth 
member of staff at Ashworth 
Hospital to be suspended after 
the discovery of pornography 
and allegations that a child 
was smuggled in and sexually 
abused. Dr lan Strickland was 
in charge of the ward in which 
child pornography, cannabis, 
alcohol and weapons were 
found last month. 

ft has also emerged that 
Simon Bums, a junior Health 
Minister, questioned senior 
managers at the Liverpool top- 
security hospital in October 
about press allegations that 
had just begun to surface, and 
was rold that they were 
unfounded. 

Stephen DorreU, the Health 
Secretary, announced the lat¬ 
est suspension in a Commons 
statement The other members 
of staff, including Janice 
Mills, the hospital's chief exec¬ 
utive, were suspended on Fri¬ 
day when the allegations were 
made public. 

Mr DorreU told MPs that 
the inquiry into claims that a 
paedophile ring was operating 
at the hospital's Personality 
Disorder Unit which holds 
some of the country's most 
dangerous offenders, would 
report within a year. He said 
the allegations were "extreme¬ 
ly serious” and action taken on 
Friday was aimed at reassur¬ 
ing the public the hospital was 
properly managed and pa¬ 
tients were receiving a high 
standard of care. 

He said allegations about 
drug misuse, financial irregu¬ 
larities, the availability of 


pornographic material - and 
possible paedophile activity 
had been made by a patient, 
Stephen Daggett, last Octo¬ 
ber. Despite a search on 
January 17. which found "a 
large amount of pornographic 
material”, the hospital contin¬ 
ued to maintain that press 
reports about what was going 
on in the Personality Disorder 
Unit were unfounded. 

The new acting chief execu¬ 
tive, sent into the hospital 
yesterday, is Erville Millar, 
formerly chief executive of the 
Lambeth Health Care Trust. 
He has forbidden children to 
visit wards in the hospital and 
in future they will only be 
allowed to visit under strict 
supervision and by prior ar¬ 
rangement, Visitors to the 
hospital will no longer be able 
to walk unescorted around the 
grounds and former patients 
will be barred. 

He said his job was to 
restore public confidence in 
the secure hospital, to take 
stock of its clinical regime and 
to liaise with both the police 
investigation and the judicial 
inquiry. He said staff “look 
forward to an inquiry looking 
into all these issues.” 

Mr DorreU said that the 
report of the inquiry, led by 
the recently-retired senior cir¬ 
cuit judge, Pieter Fallon, QC, 
would be published. 

Tessa Joweli, Labour health 
spokesman, said the revela¬ 
tions exposed "the dreadful 
inadequacy of the monitoring 
systems which a re supposed to 
ensure safety at high-security 
hospitals”.

Border control row looms I Land for homes challenged

THE European Commission 
insisted yesferday that it will 
press ahead with its plans to 
scrap Britain's veto over Euro¬ 
pean immigration and border 
control policy. 

Anita Grad in, the Home 
Affairs Commissioner, said 
that foe Brussels executive 
would back the proposal at a 
summit in June despite the 
Government's opposition. She 
claimed that organised crime 
was flourishing in the Euro¬ 
pean Union because member 
states were not co-operating 
fully on border controls. 

At present joint policies in 
sensitive areas are decided on 


an intergovernmental basis, 
which means they can be 
blocked if any one counrry 
objects. Under the Commis¬ 
sion's plans, immigration and 
border controls would come 
under EU jurisdiction, with 
decisions made by cjualified 
majority voting. Britain would 
be able to block a policy only if 
it had the support of several 
other countries. 

Tory Eurosceptics con¬ 
demned the plan and the 
Foreign Office said: “The 
Government would not accept 
this move and we have made 
that dear.”

A BRITISH nanny is fadtig a 
murder - or manslaughter 
charge in the United States 
today after a nine-month-old 
baby in her care died from a 
brain haemorrhage. 

Prosecutors in Middlesex 
County, near Boston, Massa¬ 
chusetts, said they planned to 
seek a murder indictment 
against Louise Woodward, IS, 
of Elton, Cheshire. She is 
accused of shaking Matthew 
Eappen to death. He died 
yesterday in Boston Children's 
Hospital after spending the 
weekend on a life-support 
machine. 

JQ1 Riefly. a spokeswoman 
for the Middlesex County 
District Attorney's office, con¬ 
firmed yesterday that prosecu¬ 
tors did intend to bring further 
charges against Miss Wood¬ 
ward. But she said the timing 
was undear and that a new 
indictment might not be 
issued for “a couple of weeks”. 

Under Massachusetts law, 
Miss Woodward can be 
charged simply with murder, 
in which case it is up to the 
juiy to decide the severity of 
the case. Murder in the first 
degree carries a life sentence; 
murder in the second degree 
also carries life but allows the 
possibility of parole after 15 
years; manslaughter, which is 
also considered a murder or 
homicide charge, carries a 
sentence of up to 20 years. 

Ms Riefiy said that prosecu¬ 
tors were debating whether to 
charge Miss Woodward with 
a specific level of homicide or 
simply a blanket murder 
indictment. 

Prosecutors said that Miss 
Woodward, who called an 
ambulance to the Eappens’ 
home in a Boston suburb last 
Tuesday, has admitted shak¬ 
ing Matthew and throwing 
him on a pile of towels in the 
bathroom. She has already 
pleaded not guilty to a charge 
of battery of a child. 

Miss Woodward, unable to 
meet bail of £62^00, is being 
held at a womens prison in 
Framingham. She is expected 
to appear in court today. 

Her mother Susan said: 
“Ail the news had been posi¬ 
tive and because we hadn’t 
heard anything about Mat¬ 


thew's condition, we assumed 
he was getting better. That is 
all we were praying for. When 
i heard he had died 1 was 
devastated." 

Mrs Woodward spoke to 
her daughter on Sunday, be¬ 
fore the baby died. She 
described Louise as “a normal 
18-year-old — fun-loving, out¬ 
going, lively, enjoys going out 
— very much a family girl who 
loves her family". 

Her father Gary, a builder, 
said: “She is a normal girl. She 
is strong — I wouldn’t say she 
is too strong, though. We are 
expecting her to deal with 
something that in anyone's 
lifetime they wouldn’t ever 
expect to have to deal with. 1 
just hope she will be strong, 
keep believing in herself and 
keep herself together." 

Miss Woodward’s previous 
employer. Harris Komishane, 
of Manchesier-by-the-Sea, 
said she started working for 
his family in July, but left in 
November because she did not 
want to abide by an Ilpm 
curfew. Mr Komishane said 
he and his wife Lauren had 
been shocked to learn that the 
au pair was charged with 
assault. They had no reason to 
suspect that their child had 
been harmed but would have 
him examined.

mental health of 
dangerous inmates

THE thirty most dangerous 
offenders held in “prisons 
within prisons" In England 
and Wales are to undergo 
medical checks every three 
months amid fears for their 
mental health. 

Doctors will examine the 
inmates from next month to 
check on their psychiatric 
condition, the Prison Service 
announced yesterday. The 
checks are to be introduced 
after a series of recommenda¬ 
tions from Sir Donald Ach- 
eson, the farmer Chief 
Medical Officer, who carried 
out an inquiry for the Prison 
Service into the regime at the 
three special secure units. 

The demand that the men 
have frequent medical exami¬ 
nations comes after concern 
about the claustrophic condi¬ 
tions in the three special 
secure units (SSUs) at FUil 
Sutton jail, York. Belmarsh 
prison, southeast London, and 
Whitemoor jail in March, 
Cambridgeshire. 

Sir Donald carried out a 
review for the Prison Service 
and gave a warning of the 
dangers of many years spent 
in the units. 

“There is very limited mean¬ 
ingful work and at least two of 
the units were somewhat 
cramped and claustrophobic

and there was a lack of social 
contact and: incentives. It 
seemed that it was likely that 
over the course of years, a 
proportion of them would 
develop significant adverse 
effects to mental health," Sir 
Donald said. 

He said prisoners held in 
the units had the same rights 
with regard to healthcare as 
any other person, “ft is not 
part of the punishment that 
they shall be treated in such a 
way that their health inevita¬ 
bly suffers," he said on BBC

Floating jails needed 
in weeks, says Tilt 


PRISONERS will have to be 
housed in police cells unless 
plans for a floating jail are 
approved, Richard Tilt, the 
Director-General of the Prison 
Service, said yesterday. 

The service is facing an 
overcrowding crisis made 
worse by opposition from 
local communities to emer¬ 
gency plans to convert a 
disused airbase and a former 
holiday camp into a prison. 

Mr Tilt told the service's 
annual conference in Man¬ 
chester th3t the population of 
the 135 jails in England and 
Wales was likely to be about 
60,000 by March, exceeding 
their total capacity. 

A proposal to convert Mid¬ 
dleton Towers, a former holi¬ 


day camp near Heysham, 
Lancashire, has been delayed 
because the Prison Service has 
not reached agreement with 
the Health and Safety Execu¬ 
tive over evacuation proce¬ 
dures in the event of an 
emergency at the nearby 
nuclear power station. 

Without the 500 places that 
would be made available by 
mooring the prison ship Reso¬ 
lution in Portland Harbour. 
Dorset, the use of hugely 
expensive police cells looked 
unavoidable by the middle of 
next month. Mr Tilt said. 

Police cells cost the service 
up to £300 a night in charges 
levied by police authorities; up 
to seven times the cost of 
keeping prisoners in jail.

Last month, when the trial 
of six men accused of escaping 
from Whitemoor prison col¬ 
lapsed. the judge said there 
was evidence that suggested a 
mental deterioration in the 
condition of five men who had 
been held in the special secure 
unit at the prison. The regimes 
for inmates of Britain’s three 
SSUs were made tougher after 
the Woodcock report into the 
Whitemoor escape criticised 
lax conditions there. 

Tony Pearson, the Prison 
Service’s director of security, 
defended regimes in the three 
units. “We have a very 
difficult balance to keep in the 
Prison Service between sec¬ 
urity and treatment of individ¬ 
uals. I wouldn’t, want to 
support any- view that said 
we're not bothered, about peo¬ 
ple's mental health." 

If a prisoner’s mental health 
broke down or seriously de¬ 
clined, the offender could be 
transferred to one of the three 
rap-security hospitals. 

Penal reform groups are 
concerned' over the. mental 
health of the 24 prisoners who 
have been told they will spend 
the rest of their fives in jail. 
The groups believe the prison¬ 
ers' health could deteriorate 
because they have been, dfr 
prived of hope of release. -.

MINIBUSES and coaches 
that carry schoolchildren 
must be fitted with seatbelts 
under legislation that came 
into force yesterday, but pu¬ 
pils will not be forced to wear 
them. The rules, announced 
by the Government in 1995 
after a spate of minibus and 
coach accidents, apply to any 
vehicle carrying three or more 
children aged between three 
and sixteen, except buses.

LEADERS of 400 NHS trusts 
are seeking a link-up with a 

g rivate health insurer to de- 
md NHS pay beds against 
aggressive competition. 

The move by the NHS Trust 
Federation is designed to pro¬ 
tect the NHS*S share of the 
lucrative private healthcare 
market, which is coming 
under attack from private 
hospitals and threatens to 
remove millions of pounds of 
NHS income. 

The deal under negotiation 
is believed to involve a single 
private health insurance com¬ 
pany, thought to be Norwich 
Union Healthcare, marketing 
NHS pay beds nationally. 
The federation has about 300 
trusts with pay beds. The 
move could give the insurer 
access to patient records 
which could be used for 
mailshots to local patients 
offering special deals. 

Occupancy of private hospi¬ 
tals is as low as 50 per cent 
and some face closure. The 
NHS has been beating the 
private sector at its awn game, 
increasing its market share 


since 1988 from 11 per cent to 
16.5 per cent, and is the largest 
provider of private beds. 

Labour said that such a deal 
would introduce a two-tier 
service. Tessa Jowell. Shadow 
Health Minister, said that if it 
went ahead it would rep re sent 
an “enormous stride dawn the 
path of privatisation". . 

Marco Cereste. chairman of 
the federation, said NHS 
managers were alarmed at 
moves by the big private 
health insurers to establish 
“preferred provider" netwmks 
of hospitals to which ifatar 
patients would be sent BUPA 
has announced it was exclud¬ 
ing NHS hospitals from its 
preferred list apd PPP and 
Norwich Union have issued 
their own lists. 

Mr Cereste, writing in Par¬ 
liamentary Review, says the 
NHS could lore 70 per cent of 
its pay-bed income of E220 
million a year as a result of the 
moves, and must react quickly 
to defend it. “A partnership 
witha private health insurer is 
something which could benefit 
all concerned. This would not 
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mean a private NHS. Trusts 
^ypu&d amply he wqtldng with 
a#‘insurance company pre- • 
pared to promote NHS ser- 
vioes to its customers.” 

Yesterday, Mr Cereste said 
that the arrangement would 
nor predude other insuras 
using NHS pay beds. The 
Government said last year the 
NHS should not align itself 
with a single insurer.

Labour said that a national 
scheme to promote NHS pay 
beds would create a parallel 
insurance-based service leav¬ 
ing the NHS as a safety net 
which would undermine its 
founding prindple as a uni- • 
vfersal service available on the * 
basis of need.

Mrs Lawrence: said police 
delays lost vital evidence

THE mother of Stephen Lawrence, 
the blade teenager stabbed to death 
by a white gang in 1993, yesterday 
accused police of treating the 
family like criminals because of 
their colour. 

Doreen Lawrence told the re¬ 
sumed inquest at Southwark that 
when her son died the police spent 
two weeks investigating the badc- 
ground of her family, during which 
time vital evidence was lost 
Mrs Lawrence eventually 
mounted a private prosecution 

with her husband against three 

unemployed white men, which 
collapsed last year when Mr Justice 
Curtis ruled that identification 
evidence from Dwayne Brooks. 


who was with Stephen when he 
died, was unsafe. 

Breaking down at the inquest, 
Mrs Lawrence said: "My son was 
murdered nearly four years ago. 
His killers are still walking the 
street. When my son was mur¬ 
dered, the police saw him as a 
criminal belonging to a gang. 

"My son was stereotyped by the 
police: he was blade, then he must 
be a criminal, and they set about Go 
investigate him and us. 

"My son^s crime was that he was 
walking down the road looking out 
for a bus that would take him 
home. Our crime is living in a 
country where the justice system 
supports racist murders against 
innocent people.”

The grant, announced by 
Michael Heseltine, the Depu¬ 
ty Ftime Minister, on a video 
link-up with planners in 
Manchester, comes on top of 
£20 million from the EU and 
brings to £63 million the pub¬ 
lic sector funding secured by 
Manchester Millennium Ltd, 
the taskforce set up to oversee 
the rebuilding work in the 
wake of the IRA bomb that 
devastated the dty last June. 

Mr Heseltine made the 
announcement as EDAW, the 
consultants who won the de¬ 
sign competition, and their 
consortium partners unveiled 
a scale model they have re¬ 
fined after extensive public 
consultation. It features the 
Millennium Centre and "mil¬ 
lennium quarter” around the 
cathedral, as planned, but the 
park areas have been expand¬ 
ed and priority placed on 
pedestrian areas and housing. 

Much of central Manches¬ 
ter is hushed, even dead in the 
evenings, and the designers 
hope that brightly lit restau¬ 
rants and cafe, coupled with 
late-opening shops, will bring 
the same kind of crowds that 


throng Leicester Square in 
London and pedestrianised 
city centres on the Continent. 

Marks & Spencer an¬ 
nounced yesterday that build¬ 
ing work on what will be its 
largest store will begin this 
summer. Demolition of the 
old building is underway. 

Much of tile faceless exterior 
of the Amdale Centre will 
disappear behind an eight- 
metre-deep skin of outward- 
facing new shops.

The rebuilt dty centre will 
be a light, bright place where 
glass wails rise to the full 
height of buildings, notably in 
the new M&5 of the Building 
Design Partnership. Ian 
Simpson, the principle 
Manchester architect on the 
winning team, said: The new 
centre will be very modem, 
but we will pick up on the 
sandstone used on surround¬ 
ing buildings.” 

Mr Heseltine, who has 
maintained a dose watch on 
progress since the IRA attack, 
compared the prospect facing 
the planners, architects and 
buDdere as the most extraordi¬ 
nary opportunity to shape 
Manchester since the 19th 
century.

NEITHER the recent outrage

But if it falls below, 
patients complain of diztiness 
and they may faint, particu¬ 
larly if their blood pressure is 
suddenly reduced by standing 
up too rapidly. Patients also 
notice severe breathlessness 
when exercising and fed so 
tired that it is difficult to do a 
day’s work. There fa always 
the risk of acute, and some¬ 
times fatal heart failure.

That time, they could only 
make things better; this time 
they could make them much 
worse. The greatest danger is 
that they could nudge and 
break the slender links hold¬ 
ing foe solar arrays to the 
body of foe telescope, leaving 
h without power. 

The 1993 trip corrected the 
telescoped flawed mirror, 
since when it has been produc¬ 
ing brilfiant images and mak¬ 
ing important discoveries. 
“We could go up there' and 
screw it up," - Gregory 
Harbaugh. one of the four 
astronauts, said. 

“We sure don't want to do 
that.

The struts Unking the solar 
panels to the telescope have 
become fragile and twisted. 
There is no plan to replace 
these {tends before 1999, but 
the mission will involve mov¬ 
inga robot aim to within a few 
indies erf them. 

A single touch, could be 
enough to break them off, so 
the astronauts wifl be carrying 
specially designed splints to 
fix them should this happen. If 
the solar panels themselves 
are damaged, there, are no 
spares on board to replace 
them—and, without than, the 
telescope will be rendered 
useless.

The Near Infra-red Camera

ets, and pictures of the dust- 
obscured centre of the Milky 
Way. 

The second new instrument 
is die Space Telescope Imag¬ 
ing Spectrograph (SITS), de¬ 



signed to extend the telescope's 
capabilities by advances in 
sensor .. and computer 
technology. 

Many British astronomers 
to cany out experiments 
the new instruments. 
Professor John Peacock of the 
Royal .Observatory in Edin¬ 
burgh will use NICMOS to 
look at two of the oldest known 
galaxies in the universe, aim¬ 
ing to prove that some galax¬ 
ies formed very soon after the 
Big Bang. 

Max Pettini of the Royal 
Greenwich Observatory and 
David Bowen of the Royal 
Observatory in Edinburgh 
will be using STIS to estimate 
the mass of the universe fay 
measuring precisely how 
much deuterium — a form of 
hydrogen — it contains. Since 
deuterium was created only in 
the Big Bang, the amount is 
related to the total amount erf 
mass in the universe. 

The astronauts will also 
replace an electronics package 
in the solar arrays, fit a new 
tape recorder and put new 
covers on the magnetometers 
qd top of tiie telescope. Poor 
spacewalks will be needed to 
complete the mission.

Catherine M6greL who 
stood in for her husband after 
he was disqualified for cam¬ 
paign overspending, won 515 
per cent of the vote in the town 
of Vitrolles on Sunday, in a 
mayoral election that gave the 
Front control over a fourth city 
hall and sent tremors through 
the political establishment 

M Megret has left no doubt 
that he. rather than his wife, 
will be responsible for run¬ 
ning Vitrolles, and the success¬ 
ful Front campaign has con¬ 
firmed his position as (he man 
most likely to succeed the 
veteran party leader, Jean- 
Marie Le Pen. 

At the age of 69. M Le Pen 
has given no hint that he 
intends to step down as Front 
supremo, while M Megret has 
been equally careful to avoid 
suggestions that he is any¬ 
thing but utterly loyal to the 
leader of the anti-immigration 
party. But in remarks made 
immediately after Sunday's 
election, M Le Pfen was quick, 
perhaps too quick, to assert 


there was no number two in 
his party. 

With his own personal pow¬ 
er base established in Vi- 
troifes, M Megret. 47, is 
uniquely positioned to take 
over the reins of the Front if 
and when M Le Ben relin¬ 
quishes control, or loses it. 

For France's mainstream 
parties, that isa deeply trou¬ 
bling prospect. M Le Pen, a 
one-eyed former soldier with a 
taste for belligerent rhetoric, 
often loses as many votes as he 
gains with his overt xenopho¬ 
bia. M Megret is far more 
subtle and. many say. sinister. 

Since defecting from the 
Gaullist camp to the far Right 
in 1981. M Megret has steadily 
built up a reputation as the 
party’s main . strategist and 
ideologue. While M Le Ben 
has gained headlines by de¬ 
claring his belief in "the 
inequality of the races”. M 
Megret has honed and mod¬ 
ernised the anti-immigration 
and anti-European message. 

Educated at one of France's 
top universities, M Megret is 
an intelligent lechnocratin the 
established French bourgeois 
tradition, but one whose views 
are. according to observers, 
even more extreme than those 
of M Le Pen. 

While the party's longtime -

leader inspires the adoration 
of neo-Nazis and hardened 
right-wingers who would vote 
for the Front anyway. M 
Megret has aimed to bring 
yoonger, more sophisticated 
supporters to the party banner 
with an emphasis on “econom¬ 
ic dislocation” the “march of 
multiculturalism” and the 
need to secure traditional 
French rights and beliefs. 

It is these voters, many of 


whom would deny being racist 
and believe it, who may prove 
crucial in next year’s legisla¬ 
tive elections. But M Megret 
runs the risk of alienating 
hard-core Le Pen supporters 
by his more middle-dass and 
metropolitan image. An ex¬ 
tremist in a very different

Seventy- 
five of the victims were Jews. 
Priebke admits shooting two 
victims and crossing names 
off a list, but said that he had 
to follow orders or be (tilled 
himself. 

At his first trial, which 
ended on August 1, a military 
court found Priebke guilty but 
ordered him freed, citing ex¬ 
tenuating circumstances 
which triggered an expired 
statute of limitations. He was 
rearrested that night after 
relatives of the massacre’s 
victims laid siege to the court¬ 
house and rs still being held in 
a military prison. 

The Court of Cassation will 
also decide jurisdiction for 
Karl Hass, Pnebke*s co-defen¬ 
dant and a former SS major. 
Hass, 84, admitted a rote in 
the massacre.

battles intensify 
in Albanian port

THE death toll in anti-govern¬ 
ment riots in the Albanian 
port of VIore rose to three 
yesterday and the opposition 
accu s ed the police of opening 
fire on protesters. One man 
died of bullet wounds. 

Hundreds were injured in 
dashes on the sixth successive 
day of demonstrations in VIo¬ 
re. 60 miles south of Tirana, 
the capital One man. 48. died 
on Sunday after he was kicked 
on the ground in rioting and 
taken to hospital covered in 
blood. Police said he had died 
of a heart attack. 

A second man. 51. was also 
reported to have died of a 
heart att ack yesterday. But 
hospital sources said the third 
victim, a man of 30, had bullet 
wounds “from shoulder to 
spine" and had died after an 
emergency operation and 
blood tranfusions. 

The VIore disturbances are 
the latest in a month-long 
eruption of angry protests 
across the country over sav¬ 
ings lost in failed pyramid 
investment schemes. In the 
centre of VIore. thousands of 
demonstrators threw stones 
and furniture at riot police, 
who retreated to nearby 
rooftops. 

Rumours circulated that 
dozens of men had been ar¬ 
rested late on Sunday. Al¬ 
though there was no official 
confirmation, the enraged 
crowd moved on the police 
station. From the rooftops, 
police hurled lumps of con¬ 


crete down on protesters be¬ 
low. although without appear¬ 
ing! to hit their target 
Demonstrators sent back a 
fresh hail of stones. 

A lone water cannon made a 
doort^ed sortie to disperse the 
crowds. It soon ran out of 
water! and retreated, its rein¬ 
forced! windscreen smashed 
by stones. Gunfire rattled 
from tite direction of the police 
station and cars, coloured 
flags ftydng from their win¬ 
dows, sped out of the area to 
cany thejwounded to hospital. 

With police pinned down 
inside the building and the 
stream of projectiles slowing 
down, parents brought small 
children out on to streets to 
survey the damage and jeer at 
police who were still waiting 
on the surrounding hills. 

"They might come down 
again but we're ready for 
them," said Nikolla, a protest¬ 
er. "We don’t want war, we 
just want our money back. If 
they push us, well fight to the 
end. We have nothing left to 
lose.” 

In one incident, about 210 
riot police were cornered by 
youths who rained stones 
down on them'from a terrace 
above a cafe. The officers were 
surrounded by the crowd, 
beaten and stripped. The dem¬ 
onstrators let them go but 
made a pile of their uniforms, 
guns and riot shields and 
burned them. Residents were 
convinced that they were con¬ 
fronting not regular police but

President Berisha to retake 
control of the dty. 

The officers, who were na¬ 
ked but for their underwear, 
took refuge in local houses. 
The police said that they had 
fired in the air before being 
overwhelmed, but some pro¬ 
testers said shots had been 
aimed at them and showed 
journalists buckshot wounds. 

During running battles el¬ 
derly men and women 
smashed up paving stones by 
the side of the read to keep 
younger demonstrators con¬ 
stantly supplied with ammu¬ 
nition. Police fought back, but 
their lines quickly fell apart 
and many beat a hasty retreat 
to the hills. 

What began as a demand 
for the refund of lost savings is 
increasingly turning into a 
movement to overthrow the 
right-wing Government of 
President Berisha. 

A pro-Western former heart 
surgeon, Mr Berisha was 
elected in 1992 on a wave of 
euphoria after the collapse of 
communism. But many Alba¬ 
nians believe that he either 
sponsored or — at the very 
least — failed to control pyra¬ 
mid-fund operators, many of 
whom are Albania's leading 
entrepreneurs and have close 
links to the President’s Demo¬ 
cratic Party. 

In a statement, the Govern¬ 
ment said that the protests, 
like previous demonstrations, 
were the work of “left-wing 
extremists" within the opposi¬ 
tion Socialists, the former 
Communists. The statement 
said that the riots had begun 
with a “sudden and ground¬ 
less attack on the VIore police 
station by people, some of 
whom were drunk". 

But opposition leaders said 
the Government was cracking 
down brutally on even the 
smallest protests in an attempt 
to prevent them becoming a 
general uprising against the 
Berisha regime, in one inci¬ 
dent at the weekend, opposi¬ 
tion leaders sitting with 
journalists in a Tirana cafe 
frequented by left-wing activ¬ 
ists and intellectuals were

Knights of 
Castile 
on quest 
for Cuban 
damsels

THIRTY Spanish peasants, 
despairing bachelors to a 
man, wift embark on an 
expedition to Havana this 
weekend in an attempt to find, 
and marry. 30 Cuban women. 

The group comprises every 
single unmarried man in the 
tiny village of Arabayona. 
near Salamanca, in central 
Spain. Aged between 25 and 
40, the men. all potato farm¬ 
ers, will be accompanied by 
Joaquin Ramos, the Mayor, 
who is married. He said: 
“Someone needs to supervise 
this expedition and I know a 
bit more about marriage than 
these fellows do." 

The plight of Arabayuna’s 
men is easily explained. A 
mere 200 people live there, 
and virtually every woman of 
marriageable age has left to 
live and work in Salamanca. 

The idea for a marriage 
expedition to Cute arose last 
April when Nemesio Ramos. 
40, returned with a young 
wife, Sandra, after a brief 
holiday there. With her sunny 
disposition and exotic looks. 
Sandra was an instant hit with 
the men of this arid Castilian 
village. She spread the word 
thar there were many more 
women in Cuba just like her. 

The men of Arabayona are 
not alone in their quest for 
Cuban wives. The Spanish 
Consulate-General in Havana 
registers an average of 50 
marriages a week' between 
Spanish men and Cuban 
women, and that figure is 
rising. A new trend, that of 
Spanish women manying Cu¬ 
ban men. has been detected as 
well; a dozen such marriages 
now take place a week. 

Most Spanish men. howev¬ 
er. travel to Cuba with less 
honourable motives. Twenty 
flights leave Spain for Havana 
every week, carrying a yearly 
total of about 200.000 single 
males, most of them in search 
of cut-price sex. 

President Castro's impover¬ 
ished island is now the Span¬ 
ish-speaking “Bangkok". 
Poverty has driven thousands 
of Cuban women to prostitu¬ 
tion. Next week, however, it

A sacrifice of love 
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M y wife. Shirley, and I adopted our 
first son in 1965 as a baby and, 
after having two "home-produced** 
sons, we adopted a baby girl in 1977 as. a 
result of the With mother’s preference to have 
her daughter grow up in a ready-made 
family of natural and adopted children. 

Ten years beyond the passage of die 1967 
Abortion Act, there were very few babies 
available for adoption, so we were tucfy as a 
family to be chosen in this way. 

I remember being chilled when our 
adopted son, at the age of 20. remarked: -Of 
course, Dad, if I’d been conceived in the mid- 
80s rather than the raid-dOs, the chances are 
that Id never have been." This is uncomfort¬ 
able stuff, but the adopted in particular speak 
for die unborn. Our two adopted young 
people's deepest feelings tie behind this piece. 

The nation's conscience about child and 
family welfare is uneasy and has been for 
some time. The high incidence oF family 
breakdown, child neglect and concern about 
delinquency among the young are not a 
passing phenomenon. 

[Turing my adult life children have been 
moved towards the periphery of adult 
priorities. This is reflected in a range of 
public policies and private decisions. Crucial 
is the need of all children for secure early 
attachments. We are still far mo slow to learn 
char only rarely can substitute childcare and 
schooling act as replacements for secure 
attachments at a place called "home". 

Both adoption and abortion have recently 
been pushed (Hi to political agendas. Adop¬ 
tion because it has been in decline as a child 
welfare option. Abortion because this election 
year is the thirtieth anniversary of the 1967 
Act which, in effect, sanctioned abortion for 
serial convenience. The two Issues are 
entirely separated legally, and are generally 
discussed as if there were no connections. 
This is a tragedy for our soriety. 

For every woman, and her male 
lover/partner, an unwanted pregnancy im¬ 
plicitly. if not practically, faces them with the 
abortion versus adoption option. 

Marty of those faced with an unwanted 
pregnancy seem not to consider the adoption 
option seriously because such a course of 
action has become both stigmatised and rare 
in terms of follow-through. That is partly 
because the essentially Judaeo-Chrisrian link 
between love and personal sacrifice has 


become culturally diminished. Over the past 
30 years, the number of children who have 
been adopted as babies before their first 
birthday has declined from abour 12,000 to a 
mere 350 per year. There is no legal 
obligation on medical advisers or serial 
workers to explain the adoption option to 
biological parents who cannot cope with the 
long-term practical consequences of their 
pregnancy. This is a serious weakness in 
abortion-related advice. 

I believe that many more women would 
select the adoption option if it were clearly 
explained in terms of likely advantages, 
including long-term personal health. Adop¬ 
tion is. for all but a small minority, a huge 
success story. Jf it can be arranged earlier 
rather than later in a child’s life, then so 
much the better. Currently, there are far too 
many delays within local authorities' 
childcare registers, where adoption is mo 
often seen as the last resort. 

for all of us, life begins with an 
attachment, when a fertilised egg lodges 
securely at the wall of our biological mother’s 
uterus. Such secure and nourishing attach¬ 
ments. and later safe separations, are deep 
metaphors for much of our later life story. 

The high prevalence of social abortion 
feeds a culture of disposability, corroding a 
sense of commitment to life and to each other. 
As voters, we need to be more forthright 
about having an election agenda which is 
devised as if people, including our young 
citizens, matter. 

Sober reflection upon the many 
insecurities within our creaking social ecolo¬ 
gy will not be able to duck abortion or 
adoption, nor our need for stable attach¬ 
ments, and the urgency of developing a raft 
of policies which will provide better educa¬ 
tion and protection for dual parenting and 
long-term partnering. Such may be for some 
a moral crusade. More wisely, it needs 
portraying as simple- "good housekeeping 
and haraemaJdng”, to sustain both an 
efficient economy and a society in which all 
can truly be proud to live, because everyone 
knows that they matter.

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F ancy becoming a best- 
selling novelist and 
reaping the fruits of 
literary glory, including royal¬ 
ty cheques, appearances an 
Oprah , and envy-induced ul¬ 
cers triggered by seeing the 
size of John Grisham'S next 
advance? Of course you do. 

. A spooky number of law¬ 
yers, models, cabbies and 
journalists are convinced that 
they hav&a great novel inside 
than, which in most cases 
would be true only if they had 
just taken a copy of Brighton 
Rock down from their book¬ 
shelves and eaten foe whole 
thing page by page. 

Maria Barrett was once a 
yearner. too. Then eight yeans 
ago. while working in the City, 
she began scribbling at her 
desk. Bingo! It turned out to be. 
a synopsis. A publisher en¬ 
couraged her to stick at it. 
hinted that learning to spell 
probably wouldn't be a big 
drawback, but advised Barrett 
against giving up her day job. 
Next day Maria gave up her 
day job. Now. at 33^ foe has 
five novels behind her and 
foe's malting biggish money. 
So how hard can writing a 
novel be? 

Basically: less hard than solv¬ 
ing Fermat’s Last Theorem, but 
trickier than people imagine — 
even people who have read a

whole Jeffrey Archer novel. 
What we need are a few tips 
about how to set beyond the 
Greene wannabe stage. 

In her book. Bestseller: 
Secrets of Suaxsrful Writing, 
the novelist Celia Brayfiefd 
offers this advice: “The stories 
that bestsellers tell are superfi¬ 
cially about fictional charac¬ 
ters, invented places and 
fantastic scenarios; but in fact 
are about ordinary life. They 
actually address foe hopes and 
fears of the human race. 

“Behind foe dinosaurs. Ju¬ 
rassic Park expresses our fear 
rtf.offending natural order. 
John Grisham’s stories are 
our dragon-slaying sagas — 
the dragon being institu¬ 
tionalised corruption.’' 

So if you wake up one 
morning with a strong urge to 
“address the hopes and fears 
of the human race,” then the 
chances are you might have 
the germ of a novel inside you. 

But if addressing foe hopes 
and fears of foe human race 
doesn’t come naturally to you, 
don’t panic. Because as far as 
literary motivation goes, bone- 
dam can do the trick just as 
well. Ask Maria Barrett. 


Barrett whose fifth novel. 
Intimate Lies, was published 
recently, now has about a 
quarter of a million books in 
print 

But she started writing her 
first novel — a rags-to-riches 
revenge novel called Elle, 
because she was twiddling-ha- 
thumbs in a financial FR office 
in 1969. Barrett had time an 
her hands and an underem¬ 
ployed secretary who could 
type out her first stabs at 
literature, And stabs they 
turned am to be. 

“It was a mishmash. It was 
just a storyline: with lefts of 
really bad prose thrown in.“

t this point Barrett had 
the huge good fortune 
.to cross the path of 
Philippa Harrison — now 
duet -xecutive of the publisher 
Little, Brown, but then taking 
a break from the publishing 
industry. A friend of Barrett’s 
had passed foe synopsis to 
Harrison, who saw something 
worth getting enthusiastic 
about “1 could see that she’d 
got something. I was swept 
away by her heroine.” 

The spelling was shaky, and 


there were quite a few struc¬ 
tural problems. But what im¬ 
pressed Harrison was how 
Barrett could spit out fresh, 
alternative plot ideas off foe 
top of her head. 

Barrett handed in her notice 
immediately and started re¬ 
writing. “I rewrote it three 
times.” she recalls now, “from 
beginning to end. And each 
time Philippa would look it 
over and there would be more 
problems. The main problem 
was tiie prose. The story 
seemed to be fairly strong.” 

Harrison acknowledges 
that it was “a very unusual 
apprenticeship”. Publishers 
rarely have time to nurse a 
new author through three 
drafts. Barrett wonders how 
she . would have managed 
without HarrisonJs confidence 
as a buttress. 

By this stage, a twist in 
Harrison’s career brought ha 
into the driving seat of Little. 
Brown, where the manuscript 
of Elle was picked up fay a 
senior editor without any 
knowledge of Harrison's past 
involvement in h. Little, 
Brown "pushed it like hell", 
printing 80,000 copies. 


Elle 
made The Sunday Times’s 
bestseller list. 

Each novel since has outsold 
the previous one: When it’s 
time for the next, she submits 
four storylines to Little, 
Brown, She and ha editor

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Break the 
Bundesbank 
— or bust 

Germans must cut costs or 
devalue, says Anatole Kaletsky 


I s Germany destined to 
become the economic sick 
man of Europe? To ask 
such a question is to invite 
derision. Germany is still in¬ 
variably described by the con¬ 
ventional wisdom as “the 
economic powerhouse of 
Europe". But Germany’s un¬ 
employment is back to levels 
last seen in the 1930s. Its 
economy has all but stopped 
growing. Even the legendary 
German export industries are 
living on borrowed time: sell¬ 
ing as much as they can from 
existing factories that would 
never be built with today's cost 
structure, while they work 
feverishly ro move their pro¬ 
duction abroad. 

Yet there is nothing in¬ 
evitable about Germany’s 
economic decline. The trend 
in Germany’s unemployment 
could be quickly reversed and 
the country could resume rap¬ 
id economic growth. To do 
this, however, the Germans 
would have to make some bold 
choices. 

The advice commonly of¬ 
fered to die Germans is to 
abandon their "Rhenish" so¬ 
cial-market model and move 
to an American tree-market 
economy, with low taxes, weak 
trade unions, deregulation 
and minima] welfare suport 

for the poor and the __ 

jobless. But what if 
the Germans are No G 

unwilling to em- , 

brace these re- Clar 1 

forms? What if they -ririri 

insist on sticking to 
the socio-economic 
system that has giv¬ 
en them 50 years of ban 

prosperity, stability — ^^ 

and peace? Is Germ- 
any then condemned to perpet¬ 
ual mass unemployment and 
steady decline? 

Not necessarily. There is 
another option, but it is one 
that no German politician or 
economist dare discuss. That 
option is to undertake a mas¬ 
sive devaluation of the mark to 
bring German costs into tine 
with those of other countries 
even without any dramatic 
serial reforms. 

Conceptually, this is quite 
simple. In 1995, hourly labour 
costs in western Germany 
were 180 per cent of those in 
America, and 156 per cent of 
those in France. In order to 
restore its international com¬ 
petitiveness. German industry 
could proceed in one of three 
ways. It could reduce wages by 
30 per cent or more. It could 
eliminate most employment 
taxes and abolish its social 
safety net Or h could eschew 
all social reforms and simply 
devalue its currency. 

To bring German costs 
down to the American level 
would require a 45 per cent 
devaluation of the mark from 
its 1995 level, or 35 per cent 
from its rather lower level 
today. 

Is such an easy escape from 
the German dilemma really 
conceivable? Certainly. The 
whole point of an independent 
currency is that it allows a 
nation to trade freely with the 
rest of the world while making 
its own choices about the way 
it wants to organise its econo¬ 
my and soda! system. 

Experience shows that very 
steep devaluations of major 
currencies are not only pos¬ 
sible but quite common. In the 
past two years, for example, 
die yen has fallen 35 per cent

against the dollar, while the 
dollar fell by more than 50 per 
cent against the mark, the yen 
and the pound between 1985 
and 1989. Experience also 
shows that dramatic changes 
in currency levels need not 
threaten price stability, al¬ 
though they are bound to 
produce a one-off increase in 
imported inflation. What, 
then, would be the drawbacks 
for Germany of choosing a 
policy of devaluation to make 
its industry internationally 
competitive again? 

I can flunk of only three. 
First there are many experts 
who believe that Germany 
ought to abandon or modify 
the Rhenish model — and that 
flie unemployment crisis pro¬ 
duced by an overvalued cur¬ 
rency is a way of forcing 
chang e . Secondly, a devalua¬ 
tion would lower the living 
standards of German workers 
and consumers, especially 
when they go on holiday or 
buy foreign goods. To reduce 
real wages is, indeed, the very 
purpose of devaluation, and 
this tends to be unpopular. 

Thirdly, and I think most 
importantly, there is the ques¬ 
tion of inflated egos and 
institutional pride. To admit 
that Germany's economic cri¬ 
sis could now be solved by

S o the real issue is not the 
legal status of the 
Bundesbank or die feasi¬ 
bility of doing a deal with Ger¬ 
many's G7 partners to 
manage a devaluation of the 
mark. The real issue is the 
German people’s unwilling¬ 
ness to face the problem. 

Germans can keep their 
social safety net, its regula¬ 
tions and its high taxes, but 
only if they are prepared to 
accept Iowa- living standards 
and a much weaker mark. Or 
they can keep their strong 
mark and their high wages, 
but only if they dismantle their 
social model 

Whax Germans cannot have 
is tiie world's strongest cur¬ 
rency. the world’s highest 
living standards and the 
world's most generous level of 
social protection, all at the 
same time. To put it another 
way, the Germans will have to 
slaughter some of their sacred 
cows to pufi out of their 
present economic morass. But 
whether they choose to destroy 
their social safety net, emascu¬ 
late their trade unions or 
humiliate the Bundesbank is 
up to them.

WEPPING OFF ? 


S hrove Tuesday today: came 
vale, a day for wild jokes and 
masked misbehaviour, licen¬ 
sed feasting and foolery be¬ 
fore the austerities of Lent I have 
just, for the first time, spent carnival 
weekend in Venice wandering 
around in a cloak and mask with all 
die other bemused tourists, dodging 
fantastic harlequins and facepaint 
artists and colliding in dim alleys 
with a succession of vast rococo bats 
above white, impassive cardboard 
faces. Forger pancakes: they do these 
tilings best in Roman Catholic coun¬ 
tries. Even better, the framework of a 
religious tradition contains the con¬ 
vention that it all stops on Ash Wed¬ 
nesday and bare sober faces come 
penitent to church. 

Back in our world, of course, frolics 
and licence and lampoon and cruelty 
continue all year round, made stale 
by repetition. So nothing could be 
more appropriate than to come back 
to an escalating row,'stretching from 
a question in Parliament to an irate 
Claire Rayner, about the Brass Eye 
comedy programme on Channel 4. 
This opens many avenues for Lenten 
meditation on the uses of comedy and 
of ties, and file wavering line between 
malicious deception and cathartic 
masquerade. Every civilisation has 
expended energy hying to draw that 
tine. We should, too. 

For newcomers to the row, a 
resunte. Chris Morris is a youngish 
comedian of some brilliance, discov¬ 
ered in the Radio 4 spoof news 
programme. On the Hour. He 
played the threatening interrogator 
and marling anchorman who in¬ 
tones, in perfect parody of the most 
contemptuous, self-important news- 
shows, such lines as “That's the news 
— Pm Chris Morris — You're nod" 
and "Those are the headlines. Happy 
now?" 

The show transferred to BBC 
television as The Day Today, and 
delivered salutary sertd-ups of the 
confrontational sensational sound¬ 
bite triteness which perpetually 
threatens broadcast news. The pro- ■ 
grammes, together with Steve 
Coogan’s Knowing Me Knowing You 
from the same stable, have done for 
contemporary broadcasting what the 
Pythons’ “Alan Whicker Island" and 
horrible game show hosts did in the 
1970s; and what Victoria Wood Is 
lampoons of sofa-TV and Stephen 
Fry's spoof consumer shows did in 
the 1980s. Each in turn has forced the 
medium reluctantly to admit its own 
awful mannerisms. 


Brassy but not bold

Morris belongs to a group of gifted 
young comics — Coogan. Patrick 
Marber, Rebecca Front — who have 
done the same for the 1990s {usually 
under the direction of Armando 
Ianucri).

end, and to condemn equally imagi¬ 
nary "weasel fighting in the East 
End". A Tory MP, David Am ess, is 
persuaded to submit a parliamentary 
question about a wholly imaginary 
drug known as "Cake"; Noel Ed¬ 
monds makes a televised appeal 
about it, and so does Bernard 
Maiming. Figures such as Sir Ber¬ 
nard Ingham and Sir Peregrine 
Worsthome are wooed to appear on a 
show calling itself “The Main Agen¬ 
da**, and asked vaguely nonsensical 
questions about animal experimenta¬ 
tion or drugs. 

They answer courteously enough. 
After all snee die deny expansion of 
radio and television channels it is a 
commonplace of public life to be 


asked stupid questions in makeshift 
studios by unknown presenters who 
appear to be off their heads. Even a 
humble columnist gets six calls a 
week saying "This, is the NDdri-Jo 
Fandangle Show on BXVD FM, we 
want you to join a discussion on 
incest If not would you mind just 
telling os your favourite breed of dog, 
for a survey were doing to raise 
money for our Sick Animal Appeal?" 

Chris Morris'S unwitting victims 
think they are doing something like 
this: vaguely useful slightly half- 
baked but no worse than a lot of 
broadcasting.

So is this good, robust satire? 
Comedy and deception have always 
gone together a jester in a mask 
reveals himself to be the wrong sex: 
the man in Chaucer'S Miller'S Tale 
puts his backside out of the window 
to be kissed by the seducer and 
breaks wind in his face; Private Eye 
puts a wicked speech balloon onto a 
real photograph; video trickery 
makes the Pope dance to the Spice 
Girls; judicious cuts make Harty 
Enfield’s hideous Tory Boy appear to 
be applauded by the party confer¬ 
ence. We need to laugh at the famous 
and powerful and pride one an¬ 
other’s pretensions. Why not? 

In tins case there are some cogent 
reasons why not. The trouble is that 
because these people are bring 
duped. Brass Eye is less funny than 
vicious, less crusading than coward¬ 
ly. Like other jokers of the past few 
years {remember flie Henry Root 
letters, or die Canadian smart-arse 
who telephoned the Queen on radio?), 
it kicks unsuspecting people in the 
teeth and punishes not wrongdoing 
but trustingness. It is a nasty little 


T his kind of comic fox tif 
studied (even if vicious) par¬ 
ody, can convey far more 
truth about — say — the 
absurd world of soundbite edebrily 
than you ever can by merely entrap¬ 
ping real ones. When Rebecca Front 
wickedly lampoons a fashion design¬ 
er’s pretensions on Knowing Me 
Knowing You, she does more to 
deflate them than you ever could by 
tricking the real Vivienne Westwood 
(which would only make the audience 
uneasy, and sorry for her, and 
distract us entirely from the joke). 
When John Bird and John Fortune 
conduct their interviews as captains 
of industry and politicians, they 
achieve an essential distillation of the 
awfulness of both. It is difficult and 
admirable work. 

The Brass Eye trickery does riot dis¬ 
play such skill; nor much' thought, 
artistry or effort. If there is a parallel 
it is with the idle self-important deca¬ 
dence of "artists” whe^fsd only in ob- 
jets trouvis, plaster casts of dead bod¬ 
ies, excreta or cut-up cows. This art 
cannot fast and is not nourishing. 
Comedy is art too. Those who push 
back frontiers are those who deploy 
most skill: Dali not Damien Hirst, 
Fluck and Law not Jeremy Beadle. 
Far from defusing pretension. Brass 
Eye buys the most pretentious and 
empty of all voguish theories: that all 
you need do is think up a good 
wheeze and there is no need to draw 
or sculpt — or in this case, act and 
script. For which reason it won't last 
long; so perhaps we need not worry. 


Funny fellow 




WHAT IS happening To the Prince 
of Wales? For flie first time; he has 
lent his name to a fellowship at 
Oxford. But it has nothing to do 
with his artistic or architectural 
interests. Instead he has given 
consent to the establishment of the 
Prince of Wales Fellowship for the 
study of the Islamic world. 

Oxford’s Centre for Islamic 
Studies, of which the Prince is a 
patron, claimed yesterday that the

understanding between the West 
and Islam. But as the potential 
future head of the Church of 
England, the heir to the throne 
once again risks controversy by 
linking his name so publidy to die 
Islamic faith. 

Dr Darid Browning, registrar at 
Oxford’s Centre for Islamic Stud¬ 
ies, denies that the fellowship is 
contentious. “Everything thai the 
Prince of Wales has said has been 
simply to encourage us to learn 
more about each other and each 
other's religions," he said. 

In his gruesome television inter¬ 
view with Jonathan Dimbleby, flie 
Prince upset churchmen when he 
said he would like to be seem as 
"defender of faith", rather flan 
“Defender of flie Faith". Since 1993 
he has given a series of controver¬ 
sial pro-Islam speeches. Persistent 
rumours that rite Prince is on the 
verge of conversion, however, have 
been dismissed by Buckingham 
Palace as rubbish.

G od protect me from my 
friends, Michael Fbrsyth 
must have muttered yester¬ 
day as he paced the corridors of the 
Scottish Office. As for Stephen 
Dorrell, he probably .felt a bit like 
■ Rodney in Onfy Fools and Horses, 
blowing apart one of Del Beefs better 
schemes by inconveniently sticking to 
the script: “Whatt! 1 say?" he may 
well he asking- “Whard I do wrong?" 

What the Health Secretary nad 
done wrong was to fall into one of 
those classic mantraps which so 
many Westminster politicians fail to 
spot when they blunder into the 
Scottish jungle. Questioned in The 
Scotsman about his views about a 
future Scottish parliament, Mr Dar¬ 
rell pointed out the anomalies it 
would create There was the famous 
West Lothian question, he said. How 
could any arrangement be justified 
which gave Scottish MPs the right to 
debate English matters in the House 
of Commons, when English MPs 
would have no equivalent right to 
discuss Scottish matters? The Scots- 
man put the obvious followup ques¬ 
tion: would the Tories, then, get rid of 
a Scottish parliament? “Yes, absolute¬ 
ly," was Mr Dorrell’s reported reply. 

True, he has now backtracked, 
claiming only that his party might 
wish to change the arrangement not 
abolish it altogether. But the damage 
has been done. What came across 
was a whiff of the post-coLoniafism 
that so many Scots still detect within 
the Tory party when it oomes to Scot- 
. tish matters. It was a bit tike Lord 
Cunxm dictating the partition of Ben¬ 
gal and loftily dismissing the ensuing 
outcry as mere “rhetoric and declam¬ 
ation”. It ran directly counter to the 
current Tbiy line in Scotland. 

Alex Salmond, the leader of the 
Scottish National Party, said that it 
provedthat devolution simply meant 
giving Scotland “a dog-licence from 
Westminster", and Labour, which 
has beat struggling under (he sus¬ 
tained onslaught of Mr Fbrsyth and 
his gibes about a “tartan tax", leapt 
on it as “a monumental gaffe". 

But Mr Dorrell you may say, was 
i only rehearsing the West Lothian 
question, which has never been satis¬ 
factorily answered. He pointed out 
that a ■ Scottish parliament would 
undermine the Union, and went on to 
argue fliat there would be no logic in 
carrying on with a constitutional 
1 ’reform that does not work. Ergo, it 
should be abolished—well changed. 

But logic is not always the handiest 
weapon for a politician- Whar Mr ■ 
Dorrell ignored was the inconve¬ 
nience of democracy: if a Scottish 
parliament is voted in under Labour, 
it wifi be as a resoltof a referendum, 
something the Tories are rather keen 
on. themselves when it comes to 
Europe; he made nib reference to that.

The solution announced this week by 
Pfc.tef ^Hairi, Labour’s shadow employment 
ttunistier, is to introduce job security agree¬ 
ments across the public sector. In terms of 
electoral politics, the plan may seem a neat 
way of signalling that Labour will indeed 
treat its highly unionised workforce more 
kindly than the Tories, while simultaneously 
reassunng the public that it can fe nd off a 
mudslide of pent-up claims for “ ca tch-up" 
pay deals. The idea is that if the unions are 
convinced that public sector jobs wQl be safe 
with Labour, they will show restraint about 
pay and be readier to innovate. Voters 
should take a very long spoon to this soup. 

Far die public sector, Mr Ham’s policy 
would be a millstone. If labour wins a nd 
makes job security the linchpin of its new 
“social partnership", it will restore union 
pcrwer, inhibit further privatisation and con¬ 
tracting-out of services and, above all rerive, 
the culture that has made public sector 
unions so resistant to change. Mr Hain says 
that “the Conservative legacy of public sector 
service cuts and . job losses cannot be 
reversed overnight". Does that mean that 
given time, they will indeed be reversed? 

For the private sector. Labour's enthu¬ 
siasm for job security deals would spell 


economic disaster. It not nnly takes risks 
with the economic cycle; in tte jobcreating 
new technology sectors, die ‘freedom of 
companies to adjust the mix of skills in their 
workforces is a matter of life or bankruptcy. 
Yet Mr Hain. convinced that job insecurity 
obsesses the decttvate. has declared war on 
the evils of the “deregulated, hire-and-fire 
labour marker. He appears to have the 
backing of Gordon Brown, who has called 
job insecurity “the dominant feature of 
British economic life". 

■ The Social Market Foundation has just 
published research fay David Smith that 
demonstrates, to : the contrary, that job 
insecurity is less of a problem in Britain than 
it is in countries wedded to “social partner¬ 
ship” models of industrial relations. Even 
among pan-timers, most Britons in work 
are covered by employment protection; most 
of those working part-time do so fay choice; 
and the proportion of people on temporary 
contracts is lower in Britain than in France; 
Germany or virtually any other industrial¬ 
ised country. Contrary to popular belief, 
people stay in the samejob for nearly as long 
as they did 20 years ago. Since high job 
turnover is. characteristic of an economy 
adjusting nimbly to new technology and 
markets, Britain's labour market is prob¬ 
ably still not flexible enough. . 

Mr Hain seems enthusiastic for the 
German social market model whose regula¬ 
tions and noriwage perks have brought 
Germany its horrifying dole queues. Last 
month on the page opposite, he asserted that 
“partnership between employers and unions 
is the only effective passport to a highly 
skilled society”. This is old Labour at work, 
distrustful of free markets and the causes of 
free markets — a party card, stamped with 
the minimum wags, the social chapter and a 
full Downing Sheet menu of beer and 
sandwiches. If this is not what Mr Blair and 
Mr Brown want, they should say so.

The dangers of a minister loose in Scotland 


Stephen Dorrell was out of his depth when 
he indicated iii a Scotsman interview that a 
future Tory government would reverse, the 
creation of an Edinburgh assembly by a fut¬ 
ure Labour government The Health Secret¬ 
ary was not so much waving the.flag as 
drowning in detail. IBs intervention under¬ 
estimates the practical difficulties of abolish¬ 
ing a Scottish parliament;, it also under; 
mines one of his party’s most powerful ar¬ 
guments against Labour’s devolution plans, 
that a vote for Labour would be a vote fpr an 
irreversible shift one that at worst would 
cause the break-up of the United Kingdom. 

There is a dear demand among Scots lor 
greater autonomy, which finds its easiest 
expression in the call tor an assembly. 
Labour, sensitive to electoral pressures from 
the Scottish National Party, has sought to 
assuagethatappetitewithrtsplanstoraiaxL- 
raising Scottish parliament, introduced after 
a referendum and elected by PR. Many 
supporters of Labour's scheme believe it will ■ 
satisfy Scottish demands for special treat¬ 
ment and thus rebind the Unicai 

The plans as framed, however, seem likely 
not to strengthen the Union but introduce 
debilitating decay. It would be better to reek 
other mechanisms to satisfy Scottish aspira¬ 
tions. The Scottish Sea-etaiy, Michael 
Forsyth, wiser than Mr Dorrell in this and 
many other regards, is right to give- warning 
of the dangers of paying danegeld to 
separatists. 

The Scottish parliament that Labour 
envisages would be introduced after a 
referendum in which the Scottish people had 
been asked first if they approved in principle 
of an assembly, and secondly, if it.should 
have tax-raising powers. The vote would be 
held before any Bill was introduced. The 
Scots would be invited not so much to boy a 
pig in a poke as make an investment more 


speculative than the South Sea Bubble. 
Labour has long argued that an assembly 
without tax powers could not work, yet that 
is what h might have to legislate for after a 
referendum if the Scots vote yes to an 
assembly, but no to having to pay for it Any 
devblation Bill might then be amended by 
the Commons, giving the Scots a body which 
they neither voted for nor were promised. 

If Labour did, nevertheless, succeed in 
estahlighmg its. planned parliament - that 
would not be the end of the matter.' Scottish 
Labour MPs at Westminster would be 
deciding English education policy while 
Westminster was powerless to influence 
matters in Scotland. In Edinburgh, with the 
parliament capable of raising income tax by 
only three pence in the pound, the national¬ 
ists would argue that this limit prevented the 
satisfaction of every Scottish grievance. 

Under a PR system, nationalists, hi 
alliance with others on the Left, could press 
for more powers from Westminster. Labour 
ministers" would be ill-placed to deny them. 
Eyeiy Scottish Labour MP, with the 
honourable exception of Tam DafydL has 
signed fife Claim of Right for Scotland 
which holds that sovereignty rests with the 
Scottish people, not Westminster. According 
to its logic, , demands for more powers by 
Gordon Brown'S constituents could rust be 
denied by Tony Blair. 

If ever Mr Dorrell were Prime Minister, 
he might fancy that Westminster could not 
only deny an Edinburgh parliament more 
powers but deprive it of those it had. He 
would, however, face a body whose mem- 
bets’ status depended chi the UK being, 
weakened as a nation state. They would be 
supported by federalist allies in Europe. It 
would lie far better to stop the slide now, 
rather than promising to push the boulder 
backup the hflL ‘

Sir. “The most striking thins to a 
lawyer who comes upon fee art 
world”, declared Paul Bator in his The 
International Trade in Art (Univer¬ 
sity of Chicago Press, 1982), “is how 
deep and uncritical is the assumption 
that transactions within it should 
usually be — are certainly entitled to 
be — secret” 

Mr Bator found the art and anti¬ 
quities trade mired in fraud and 
deception, for the acceptance se¬ 
crecy "made persons aspiring toJhe 
highest standards of personal probity 
accomplices in the acquisition of 
looted masterpieces”. To dream of 
curing such corruption is futile. 

Tighten up the art trade's code of 
practice, say antique dealers. This is 
hypocrisy-. these non-binding regula¬ 
tions are c»Iy window-dressing when 
concealment benefits buyers and sell¬ 
ers alike. Sotheby's, along with the 
London art market, win survive, 
despite the “silence and' secrecy” 
which your leader today deplores 
(also letters, February 8). 

Your leader of the previous day 
refers to “earlier and less scrupulous 
ages” when artworks and antiquities 
were acquired by shady means un¬ 
known to modern inheritors. Less 
scrupulous ages? To presume pro¬ 
gress in probity flatters a present in 
which Mayan temple facades are 
ripped off to order, armed robbers 
dynamite Angkor Wat the fame of 
(tydadian. figurines has led to the 
devastation. of Dodecanese grave 
sites, and European Stales insist that 
artworks which Nans took from Jews 
are their “national” heritage. 

Victims' laments are, to be sure, 
nowadays heeded in Unesco conven¬ 
tions and in the self-denying purchase 
policies of major museums. But in¬ 
flated prices and huge profits in the 
antiquities and art markets both attest 
and foment the abuses exposed in the 
Sotheby’s sting. 

Until avarice is abolished, spare us 
such pieties as those of the Secretary- 
General of the British Antique Deal¬ 
ers' Association, who calls the market 
“relatively clean and well run” (report, 
February 7), and of the self-righteous 
who censure Italy's refusal to export 
its heritage or England^ ready receipt 
of stoien goods.

TV ‘stings’ 

From Mr John Stonborough 

Sir, Sotheby’s is merely toe latest of a 
growing number of organisations to 
find themselves exposed through the 
use of miniaturised video-recording 
equipment secretly carried by a jour¬ 
nalist . . 

Surprisingly neither the BBC pro¬ 
ducers* guidelines nor the Indepen¬ 
dent Television Commission^ pro¬ 
gramme code deal with the issue erf TV 
journalists setting up and filming 
“sting” operations. 

The BBC permits the use of secret 
cameras on private property where 
there is “primafane evidence of crime 
or significant antisocial behaviour”. 
In addition, programme-makers must 
convince their employer that the mate¬ 
rial is “necespiy”. "Fishing expedi¬ 
tions" (ie, looking for evidence of crim¬ 
inality or antisocial behaviour) are ex- 
pressty forbidden. 

Journalists working under toe ITC 
code merely have to show a public- 
interest justification and the need for 
secret filming to establish credibility 
of a story, whether on public or pri¬ 
vate property. This seems to mean 
that people engaged in commercial, 
religious or political activities might 
find themselves pressured into wrong¬ 
doing and then star on prime-time 
television. 

With the advent of these spy cam¬ 
eras the opportunity for abuse is be¬ 
coming too great. Their use, combined 
with the role of journafisr as bait is in 
urgent need of review, either through 
self-regulation or statute.

Sir, In stating that toe courts are 
bound to disqualify a driver who is 
found to have an excess alcohol level 
for 12 months, “whatever the circum¬ 
stances of the offence or the conse¬ 
quences to his livelihood'’. His Hon¬ 
our Joseph Dean (tetter, February 3) 
seems to disregard Section 34(1) of toe 
Road Traffic Offenders Act 19SS. 

That section provides that where a 
person reconvicted of an offence invol¬ 
ving obligatory disqualification the 
court must disqualify for not less than 
12 months unless ir is satisfied that 
there are “sperial reasons” for disqua¬ 
lifying for a shorter period or for not 
disqualifying at all. 

Experience and decided cases show 
that “special reasons” are seldom 
found. Nevertheless, when Parlia¬ 
ment enacted S34. it expressly reser¬ 
ved to sentencing judges and magis¬ 
trates a discretion in order that ano¬ 
malous and unjust sentences, such as 
are likely to arise under current pro¬ 
posals. may be avoided.

The statistics of 
Sunday worship 

From the Chairman of 
the Church of England 
Communications Committee 

Sir. The latest Church of England 
attendance figures (reports, February 
7 and ]0) do look bad. and we must nor 
be complacent about them. But these 
statistics tell nothing of the positive 
underlying trends to which clergy and 
parishioners all over the country 
testify. 

There is plenty of anecdotal evi¬ 
dence of a switch from weekly attend¬ 
ance to less frequent, but just as regu¬ 
lar, worship in our churches. Attend¬ 
ance once; twice or three rimes a 
month is becoming more common as 
toe freedom to travel, the dispersal of 
family and friends around the coun¬ 
try, and other Sunday pressures in¬ 
crease. 

To put the figures into context, a 
drop of 36,000 in usual Sunday at¬ 
tendances amounts to less than three 
people for each of our 13,000 parishes. 
That equals about one family away 
each week. These changed patterns of 
attendance need researching to see if it 
can be established that as many 
people as before, or indeed more, are 
coming to church, but less frequently. 

Your report mentioned some of the 
“^reen shoots” which are undoubtedly 
visible around the country, but omit¬ 
ted toe very significant fact that toe 
numbers of people selected to train for 
the vitally important stipendiary min¬ 
istry have increased. Between 1995 
and 1996 they went up by 15.S per cent 
from 215 to 249. The total, including 
non-stipendiary clergy, showed an 
overall increase of A8 per cent from 
37 2 to 390.

Statistics about numbers of wor¬ 
shippers at services like these have 
never been collected. If they were, they 
might reveal a small but steady in¬ 
crease in Christmas attendance.

As Keeper of the Indian Depart¬ 
ment at the Victoria and Albert 
Museum, he found h wnrif much 
involved with attempts to find suit¬ 
able accommodation for the huge 
body of the collection which had lost 
its original suite of galleries in 
buildings behind the Imperial Insti¬ 
tute in 1955. The cream of the 
collection was arranged in three 
galleries in the V&A, but the rest was 
divided and housed in various loca¬ 
tions. Irwin argued for, and in 1970 
became the head of, a new Oriental ■ 
Department which brought together 
the Ind ian section with a new Ear 
Eastern section. Much of his energy 
during his last years at the V&A, 
when he was also Senior Keeper and 
at times deputising for the-Director, 
Sir John Pope-Hennessy. was spent 
working on a plan, sadly, abandoned 
later, to develop the Huxley building 
(now the Henry Cole Wing) as an 
oriental museum.

Irwin was still achfid when his father 
retired and returned to J$njjjland.

oh an exploration of the foundations 
of Indian arUhe history, archaeolo¬ 
gy, and artistic influence of the 
earliest surviving examples of Indian 
monumental sculpture in stone — the 
pillars erected by foe Emperor Asoka 
in the 3rd century BC. His argument 
that the origin of many monuments 
lay in the cosmic religion predating 
revealed or written traditions, which 
he also later applied to his study of 
early Christian monuments, excited 
immense interest as well as some 
controversy. 

A slim, handsome man, Irwin was 
a tireless worker, continuing his 
meticulous and charaaeristically 
scholarly research until recently de¬ 
spite foe restrictions of ill-health. He 
leaves a rich legacy both in the two 
institutions with which he was most 
closely involved, and through foe 
writings of a vigorous and original 
mind.

Ivo Seymour de Souza was 
educated at St George’s High 


School, Kingston, and after a 
short period teaching there 
joined the Jamaican Govern¬ 
ment Civil Service in 1938. In 
1940 he volunteered to join the 
RAF and after training in 
Canada was posted to a Mos¬ 
quito intruder squadron in 
Britain in November 1942. 

From then until the end of 
the war he served two tours, 
one in 21 Squadron and the 
second in 462 (Australian) 
Squadron, being one of only 
six of his intake of 60 aircrew 
to survive that long. He flew 
strafing attacks on Luftwaffe 
airfields, patrols over the Nor¬ 
mandy beachhead on D-Day 
and. as a flight commander, 
'took part in the Mosquito raid 
on the Gestapo HQ In Copen¬ 
hagen in March 1945 which 
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completely wrecked foe bufld- 
ing. destroyed archives which 
would have compromised the 
D anish Resistance and killed 
their custodians.. 

At the end of the war. on 
temporary release from the 
RAF. he took a degree in 
Public Administration at 
Manchester University, where 
he also met and married his 
wife Joan, in 1949. While at 
Manchester he was attached 
to the air squadron and he 
returned briefly to the RAF 
after taking hu degree. But 
having decided against a per¬ 
manent commission, in 195) 
he-went bade to Jamaica and 
worked for a couple of years in 
the Ministry of Labour. 

But in 1953 he was called 
back to London where the 
Colonial .Office gave him the 
task of finding out just how 
many West Indian immi¬ 
grants were coming to Britain. 
The British Caribbean Wel¬ 
fare Service, which he /bund¬ 
ed, met immigrants at entry 
ports, made sure they found 
employment and accommoda¬ 
tion and helped them to settle 
in. De Souza also formed an 
all-party lobbying group of 
MPs and local councillors to 
heighten awareness of the 
problems of large numbers of 
immigrants — problems 
which surfaced most dramati¬ 
cally in the 1958 Notting Hill 
riots — and counter the in¬ 
creasingly vociferous calls for 
immigration control De 
Souza was head of the welfare 
service until 1962 and was 


appointed OBE for his work in 
I960. 

In August 1962 he represent¬ 
ed foe newiy-independent Ja¬ 
maica at celebrations in 
London and his career was 
thereafter as a diplomat. He 
served as Deputy High Com¬ 
missioner in Ottawa, helping 
to organise Jamaican fruit 
form workers in Canada. 
After a spell at the Ministry of 
Defence from 1962 to 1965, de 
Sauza became High Commis¬ 
sioner to Trinidad 2 nd Tobago 
and the eastern Caribbean 
territories, and was energetic 
in promoting Jamaica's at¬ 
tempts to secure closer eco¬ 
nomic integration in the West 
Indies through foe formation 
of foe Caribbean Free Trade 
Association, designed to com¬ 
pensate for foe collapse of the 
West Indies Federation. 

Rrom 1974 to 1976 he was 
Jamaica's Ambassador to 
Venezuela, Ecuador and Co¬ 
lombia, returning to London 
to be Deputy High Commis¬ 
sioner, 1977-7S. In retirement 
he was a member of Jamaica's 
contingent to the team of 
international observers who 
monitored Zimbabwe’s first 
elections in 1980. He contin¬ 
ued to take an interest in the 
welfare of foe West Indian 
community in Britain. He 
had retained his rank as a 
flight lieutenant RAFVR. and 
his funeral was at the RAF 
church.

BRIAN CONNOLLY 


Brian Connolly. singer 
with the pop group Sweet 
died yesterday of renal 
faflare aged 47. He was 
born on October 5.1949. 

OUTRAGEOUS in facepaint, 
sequins and towering plat¬ 
form shoes, Sweet were the 
quintessential Seventies glam 
rock act Behind the flamboy¬ 
ant gimmickry was a band 
playing-punchy, well-crafted 
and annoyingly memorable 
songs. But getting behind the 
gimmickry was never really 
the point. 

The extravagant frivolity of 
Sweet’s stage act was what 
mattered, and along with such 
rivals as Mud. Slade, T. Rex, 
Suzi Quatro, Gary Glitter and 
Alvin Stardust — few of whom 
could match them for tongue- 
in-cheek excess — they offered 
a brief, boisterous reminder 
that pop was supposed to be 
fun. After foe gloomy intro¬ 
spection of much late 1960s 
rock, it was a reminder that 
many young fans found wel¬ 
come. By foe time Brian 
Connolly left the group in 
1979. Sweet had sold some 50 
million records. 

Brian Connolly was born in 
Hamilton, near Glasgow, per¬ 
haps a few years earlier than 
he liked to admit He grew up 
in Blantyre. Lanarkshire, and 
then, from foe age of 12 . in 
Middlesex, where he attended 
Hairfield Secondary School. 
His family background was 
confused: haring discovered 
only at IS that he had been 
brought up by foster parents, 
he later learnt that his foster 
father may have been his 
natural father after aii, and 
that the actor Mark Mc¬ 
Manus, who played foe tele¬ 
vision detective Taggart and 
who died in 1994 aged 59, may 
have been his elder brother. 

Sweet grew out of a group 
called Wainwright's Gentle¬ 
men, in which Connolly and 
the drummer Mick Tucker 
played together in 1966 before 
forming their own band, 
Sweetshop, later shortened to 
Sweet. Sweet released four 
early singles without success, 
and it was only when they 
came into contact with the 
songwriting team of Nicky 
Chinn and Mike Chapman 
that they began to make an 
impact Chinn and Chapman 
dominated the pop charts in 
the early 1970s, writing for 
Mud and Suzi Quatro as well 
as Sweer, on one occasion they 
had songs simultaneously at 
No I, No 2 and No 3, each 
recorded by a different act. 

Chinn and Chapman had a 
preference for upbeat teen 
anthems, and they wrote a 
string of them for Sweet: 
Funny Funny, Co-Co. Poppa 
Joe, Little Willy. On the B- 
sides of those catchy, uncom¬ 
plicated hits, however, the 
group pursued a rather differ¬ 
ent direction, recording songs 
they had written themselves 
and which were dearly influ¬ 
enced by heavy rock. That 
influence in turn became ap¬ 
parent in the songs written for 
foe group by Chinn and 
Chapman; hits such as Block¬ 
buster (No 1 in 1973), Hell 
Raiser, Ballroom Blitz and 
Teenage Rampage memora¬ 
bly combined the cheerful 
banalities of lightweight pop 
with blistering guitars and a 
bludgeoning beat. 

Sweer enjoyed ail foe trap¬ 
pings of pep success. At one 
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Hannes VahL managing 
director of Siemens UK 
1972-86, died on January 
15 aged 73. He was born 
in Freiburg, Germany, on 
July6.1923. 

HANNES VAHL came from a 
generation of businessmen 
who spearheaded foe postwar 
German economic revival. 
His training as an electrical 
engineer led him to join Sie¬ 
mens in 194S where hfs combi¬ 
nation' of technical and 
management skills resulted in 
a rapid rise through the ranks. 
He served as managing direc¬ 
tor of foe company in Britain 


for more than 13 years, during 
which time he did much to 
improve Anglo-German trade. 
In 1986 he became an honor¬ 
ary member of foe Anglo- 
German Chamber of Industry 
and Commerce. 

By foe mid-1950s the Sie¬ 
mens company had largely 
recovered from the ravages of 
the war and was seeking to re¬ 
establish itself as an interna¬ 
tional supplier of electrical 
systems and equipment. 
Large-scale projects, such as 
power stations, played an 
important role in expansion 
schemes, particularly in foe 
developing world, and in 1954 


Vahl was ported to Istanbul, a 
year later to Lahore and In 
1958 to Tehran, where he re¬ 
mained until 1972. 

By foe time Vahl left Iran, 
Siemens, well represented in 
mud) of the developing world, 
was looking towards more 
industrialised countries. The 
company had enjoyed a long¬ 
standing association with Brit¬ 
ain, having been in large part 
responsible for establishing 
the nascent British electrical 
industry during foe 19th cen¬ 
tury. So it was that in 1972 
Vahl became foe managing 
director of Siemens UK 

He convinced the board of 


stage COnnolly had six Rolls- 
Royces, a mansion in Surrey 
and a £250,000 yacht, and his 
drinking partners included 
Keith Moon, Mick Jagger and 
Ringo Starr. But like so many 
pop groups before and since, 
Sweet eventually began to tire 
of being screamed at on Top of 
the Pops by teenage girls. 

In 1974 they dispensed with 
the services of Chinn and 
Chapman and recorded an 
album. Sweet Fanny Adams; it 
reached No 27 in the charts, 
but soon disappeared. Further 
albums followed, but the hit 
singles became less frequent. 
The group had succeeded in 
losing their teenybopper audi¬ 
ence, but without attracting an 
older, more serious following 
in its stead; their last Top Ten 
hit was Love is Like Oxygen in 
1978. 

There were personality 
dashes, too, and Connolly 
finally walked our of foe group 
in 1979. He initially enjoyed 
some success as a solo act but 
his drinking had by new 
become excessive, and in 1981 
he almost died after suffering 
multiple heart attacks. His 
marriage ended in divorce, 
and his house was sold to meet 
an enormous tax bill. 



Connolly gave up drinking, 
but his health was permanent¬ 
ly impaired; a nervous com¬ 
plaint left him partially 
paralysed, walking with a 
limp, his hands violently 
shaking. But he continued to 
perform, retaining his trade¬ 
mark long peroxide blond hair 
and fronting a group he called 
Brian Connolly and Sweet, 
reliving his glamorous heyday 
in small clubs and Butlins 
holiday camps. Andy Scott, 
foe guitarist wham Connolly 
blamed fbr forcing him out of 
the original Sweet led a rival 
version of foe group aimed at 
the same nostalgic market 

That market grew' percepti¬ 
bly in the 1990s, with Seventies 
nostalgia becoming a highly 
profitable business and glam 
rock undergoing something of 
an ironic revival. Connolly 
enjoyed foe renewed attention 
from film-makers, journalists 
and television producers, and 
foe royalties earned when a 
new generation of performers 
such as Def Leppard and Pat 
Benatar recorded cover ver¬ 
sions of Sweet songs. But a 
documentary about him on 
Channel 4 last year made it 
■clear that he was far from 
well. 

He is survived by his girl¬ 
friend Jean and foeir young 
son, and by two grown-up 
daughters from his marriage.

BUSINESS start-ops continue to 
rise and owner-managed 
busineses expect to take on more 
staff this year, two separate sur¬ 
veys show. 

Barclays Bank says that the 
start-ups rose for the fourth consec¬ 
utive year to 673,000 at the end of 

1996,3 per cent more than in 1995. 

However, business closures rose 
II per cent, to 623.000, reflecting a 
growth in the numbers m oving 
back to foil-time employment from 
the ranks of the self-employed. 

The move towards setting up 
part-time businesses has contin¬ 
ued. David Lavarack, small busi¬ 
ness services director at Barclays, 
thinks that only two of every three 
start-ups are sole occupations, 
compared with three out of four in 
J994. He expects the trend for start¬ 
ups to outweigh closures to 
continue. 

The 1997 European business 
survey from Grant Thornton 
shows that owner-managed busi¬ 
nesses in ail ports of the UK expect 
to take on new staff this year, an 
optimistic view that easily beats 
responses in the rest of the Euro¬ 
pean Union. 

The positive response has 
shown the greatest improvement 
in Northern Ireland, where a net 
33 per cent of small firms, four 
times the EU average, plan to 
expand staffing levels. East Anglia 
has also shown a dramatic 
upswing. 

A net 25 per cent of UK owner- 
managed businesses took on more 
staff than last year, which was 
even more titan was forecast at the 
start of the year.

S mall bakers have a real 
struggle to survive against 
the cut-throat competition 
from the large supermarkets. That 
was certainly the experience of the 
Sunlit Bakery, a small country 
business in Ottery St Mary, Devon. 

Phillip and Elizabeth Wames, 
two professionals in the catering 
and bakery industry, bought the 
business ten years ago. Its roots 
could be traced to Victorian times. 
The business was run-down and 
comprised the bakery and two 
confectionery retail shops, one with 
a coffee shop based in Exmouth. 
Much of the old Ottery premises 
was empty and idle. However, the 
business soon responded to the 
Wameses’ energetic new manage¬ 
ment style. 

By 1992. however, Mr and Mrs 
Wiarnes began to realise that their 
traditional country business would 
not continue to produce year-on- 
year growth. The supermarkets 
were taking too much business 
from them. So, about three years 
ago, they decided to diversify and 
launched a parallel business called 
Devonvale Bakeiy. 

The new business focused on 
producing an innovative line of 
flapjack and allied confectionery. 
Initially, it was intended to be an 
added sales attraction in their own 
shops but, much to their surprise, 
the well-produced and packaged 
product proved to be highly 
successful. 

Not only did their customers like 
it, but it caught the attention of

several wholesalers that helped to 
extend the marketing area. For 
example, a businessman on holi¬ 
day from London was so impressed 
with the flapjack that he offered, 
and subseepientiy handled, the 
wholesale distribution of the prod¬ 
uct range throughout London and 
the Home Counties. The 


Devonvale range of products is 
now sold in many parts of the UK 
Production of the new flapjack 
ranges tested the Wameses* mana¬ 
gerial skills and presented several 
critical challenges. Whereas in the 
b e g inning flapjacks could be made 
cut and wrapped by hand, demand 
quickly increased to the point 


where some level of automation 
became essential. However, there 
were no affordable off-the-shelf 
solutions for all the tasks. For 
instance; the only confectionery- 
cutting machine came from 
Germany and cost more than 
£40,000. Mr Wames explained: 
“Such an investment was way 


beyond our budget at that hme. 
Furthermore, because we wee 
unsure of the potential market tor 
ow new product, it was also too 
risky financially.” _ 

However, luck was on their side. 
At a trade fair Mr Wames met a 
fn flpftgnp who advised him to 
approach the Rural Development 
Commission based .in Salisbury, 
Wiltshire. There he met Mtwnce 
Spalding, head of the productivity 
centre. 

He listened to the requirement 
and developed a pneum aticall y 
powered cutting machine that was 
produced for the amazingly low 
sum of £7.000. This not only saved 
the situation, but avoided the 
bakery staff suffering repetitive 
strain injuries had they persevered 
with manual cutting methods. The 
subsequent increase in orders and 
production also enabled the bakery 
owners to create three more jobs. 

Devonvale Bakery now contrib¬ 
utes about half of gross income 
thus enabling the b usin ess to 
continue to grow and circumvent 
the adverse effects of the 
supermarket. 

Ottery St Mary once had eight 
productive bakeries. Now there is 
only one. which not only produces 
trad ffipriai crusty country bread for 
local area consumption, but also a 
range of fine confectionery that is 
being sold nationwide. 

Now Mr and Mrs Wames face a 
new challenge: how best to 
capitalise on their successful new 
venture. There is certainly .scope for 
future growth and development 



Funding fears for small firms in country 


“As self-assessment is all the 
rage I’m sending this to meT* 


FEARS are emerging that a loss of 
funding from the Rural Develop¬ 
ment Commission will severely hit 
small businesses in country areas 
(David Askham writes). 

Maurice Spalding, head of the 
commission’s productivity centre 
at Salisbury, Wiltshire, said that 
“limited resources would be ex¬ 
tremely stretched” 

The commission is winding op 
its business support and advisory 
services over the next 15 months. 
The productivity centre and sales 
promotion unit, which the RDC 


has financed for 15 years, will cease 
to receive funding from April next 
year. The centre hdps businesses 
in rural development areas 
throughout England. 

In addition to giving advice, it 
offers practical help to businesses in 
finding solutions to production diffi¬ 
culties, It gives consultations at the 
firms' own premises and soppEa 
reports on projected costs. Experts at 
the centre develop prototype ma¬ 
chinery. The cost of the aid given is 
often modest compared with the 
benefits gained. Businesses that 


have benefited have ranged from 
air con ditioning to wargames. 

Mr Spalding said manufacturers 
did not always recognise that 
labour-intensive processes could 
benefit from an analysis of the 
production methods and even if 
they did they found that solutions 
were too expensive to pursue. The 
services are available to 8»500 firms 
in designated areas covering about 
a third of rural England. Budget 
niK and foe transfer of resources to 
other projects mean the RDC views 
business services as no longer 


viable. Lord Shutdewortfa, RDC 
chairman* said that the decision to 
cease funding the business side of 
the commission’s work had not 
been easy. To soften the impact, be 
has received assurances from min¬ 
isters that Business Links will give 
adequate priority to the needs of 
rural businesses, particularly 
those in the desit 
However, Mr Spalding said be 
had already found that trying to 
Hfal with Business links was 
fraught with problems. He added: 
“There does not appear to be any 


focal point outside the Rural 
Development Commission for co¬ 
ordinating the type of work we do. 

Each- Business link seems to 
operate as a discrete entity. So our 
limited resources will be extremely 
stretched if we have to negotiate 
with each Business Link 
separately.” 

Mr Spalding is seeking alterna¬ 
tive funding so that he does not 
have to abandon any of the 
existing 70 projects. Initially, he is 
seeking contacts with Business 
links in the South of England.

Whether work is alteration or demolition

Shimizu (UK) Ltd v Westmin¬ 
ster City Council 

Before Loud Brawne-Wtkinson, 
Lord Griffiths, lord Uwd of 
Berwick, Lord Cooke ofThomdon 
and Lord Hope erf Craighead 
{Speeches February 61 

Where a listed building had been 
demolished save for the facades, 
dumney-breasts and chhnney- 
stadss, subsequent removal of the 
chimney-stacks would have con¬ 
stituted alteration of fo e fisted 
building rather than denroKtion 
and, accordingly, where listed 
budding consent for the removal 
had been refused compensation 
was payable to the claimant 
owners. 

The House of Lords so hdd. 
Lord Griffiths dissenting, when 
allowing an appeal by the claim¬ 
ants, Shimizu (UK). Ud, from the 
majority decision of the Court of 
Appeal (Lon) Justice Milieu and 
Sir Ralph Gibson, Lord Justice 
Russell dissenting) fl!995[ I EGLR 
167) allowing an appeal by the 
compensating local planning au¬ 
thority, Westminster G'ty Council, 
by case stated from the decision of 
the Lands Tribunal (Mr T. Hayes, 
FR1CS) fl/W] 1 EGLR 214) that 
compensation was payable. 

Section 1 of the Planning (Listed 
Buildings and Conservation Ar¬ 
eas) Act 1990 provides: 

'*(5) In this Act ‘listed building' 
means a building" which is for the 


time being included in a list 
compiled or approved by the 
secretary of state under this 
section..." 

Section 77 provides: “’(1) This 
section [providing for compensa¬ 
tion) shall have effect where — (Jt) 
an applfcatfnn is made fortisied 
building consent far the alteration 
or extension of a listed building,.. 
and (3 the secretary of state 
refuses such consent.." 

Section 37 "has been repealed by 
section 84(6) of and Schedule 19 to 
the Planning and Compensation 
Act 1991. ■ 

Mr John Cherryman. QC and 
Mr David Holgatefor the claim¬ 
ants Mr Michael Barnes, QC and 
Viscount Dilhorne for 
Westminster. 

LORD HOPE said that the 
claimants owned a listed building, 
formerly. Qantas House. on the 
corner of Old Band Street and 
Piccadilly. Listed building consent 
bad been granted to the farmer 
owners for the demolition of 
everything except the facades, 
chimney-breasts and chimney- 
stacks, which demolition had beat 
carried! out - 

In June 1990 the claimants had 
sought oansent for the removal of 
die chimney-breasts. The secretary 
of state had dismissed the d aim- 
ants’ ■ appeal against a deemed 
refusal of ' consent by the 
compensating authority. They 
sought compensation. 


TTie issue tint the Lands Tri¬ 
bunal had been asked to decide. 
had been one of fad. namely 
whether the removal of the chim¬ 
ney-breasts constituted the demo¬ 
lition or. (he alteration of a fisted 
boildmg within the meaning of foe, 
1990 Ace if alteration, compensa-' 
don would, be payable, if -demo¬ 
lition of a listed building or part of 
a listed budding, n would not be. 

To dispose of the appeal, it was ■ 
necessary to examine more ejasejy 
the definition of "listed bu il di n g" 
hi section 1(5 of the 1990 Act in the 
light of the definition of "building- 
in section 336(1) of the Town and 
Country Hanning An 1990. which . 
provided that “building'', except in 
so far a? the context otherwise 
required, included “any pan of a 
budding", tbar definition being - 
extended to the listed buildings Act 
by section 91(2) oftheprina pal Act. 

Did the way in which the 
expression “listed building" was 
used in the 1990 Act show that, 
having regard to die way in .which 
the expression “building- was used 
in that context, the controls of the. 
Act were intended to be applied a 
the listed building seen as a whole,, 
or could they br applied, in a way 
that made sense of the Act. fa pans, 
of the building only so that those 
pans were treated separately from 
the whole building? 

Different answers . might be 
given to the question whether the 


works were of alteration or of 
demolition depending on what the 
structure was to which the ex¬ 
pression was applied, and to 
whether regard was to be had to 
the whole of the building or part of 
a building that had beat listed or 
only to the part of the budding that 
was to be affected by the works. . 

: His lordship had not found any 
provision in Part 1 of the listed 
buildings act where it was not 
possible to make perfect sense of 
the expression -fisted building" in 
its context without reading the 
word “budding" as incfudmg any 
part of a listed budding. 

The various places in which 
“building" was used in that ex¬ 
pression, when taken together with 
the definition given to it by section 
Ip), suggested that the word 
should oot be given its extended 
meaning where it appeared in the 
phrase "listed building*. 

It was sufficient no give "bufld- 
ingT Its extended, meaning for the 
purposes of die 1990 Act that.tin 
secretary of state might indude.the 
whole or pan of any building in the 
list - 

Onceohe whole or any part erf a 
building bad been included in the 
list however, it became a “feted 
buQdmg" for the purposes of the 
Act. The fact that only a part of a 
building had been included in the 
list thro ceased to have any 
significance. It wss the entry in the 


last that identified the structure 
that was thereafter to be referred id 
as the “listed building". 

It followed flat demolition of a 
part only of what was in the 1st as 
a listed building would not con¬ 
stitute demolition for the purposes 
of Part 1 of the 1990 act unless the 
works ro be carried out in lix listed 
building as a whole were so 
substantial as to amount to a 
clearing . of the whole site for 
redevelopment. 

The Lands Tribunal had been 
entfffod id hold on the fads that the 
proposed works for the removal of 
thechiiwiey-hreastswcrewtirlcstrf 
alteration and, not works of 
demolition. 

LORD GRIFFITHS, dissenting, 
said thai.if the chimney-breasts 
bad been Removed as part of foe 
original'site clearance they would 
unarguabfy haw been “demol¬ 
ished''- If the claimants had been 
refused leave to demolish them at 
that stage, they would not have 
been entitled to compensation. 

It was divorced from reality to 
regard what would haw been 
demolition in the original site 
clearance as convened to “alter- 
anon" if carried out at a later stage. 

Lord Browne-WUkinson and 
Lard Lloyd agreed with Lord Hope 
and Loro Cooke delivered a 
concurring opinion.

Private hospitals win 
zero-rating dispute 



Sarsfield (Inspector of Taxes) 
v Dixons Group pic and 
related appeals 

Before Mr Justice Ughtman 
{Judgment January 30) 

Expenditure incurred on a ware¬ 
house development used as a 
transport undertaking by a dis¬ 
tribution company in a retailing 
group qualified for initial and 
writing-down allowances under . 
sections i and 2 of ihe Capital 
Allowances ACT 1968. 

The warehouse was an indus¬ 
trial building within the meaning 
of section 7(1) of that Act and was 
not in uss -for any purpose 
anciltiary to the purposes of* a 
retail shop so as to be disqualified 
front section 7{!) by the provisions 
of section 7(3) of the Act. 

Mr Justice Lightman so hdd in a 
reserved judgment in the Chan¬ 
cery Division dismissing an ap¬ 
peal by (he Crown from . 
determinations by Finsbury gen- . 
era] cornmisioners upholding ap¬ 
peals by way of cases stated by 
Dixons Group pic. Dixons Group 
Distribution Lid. Dixons Invest¬ 
ment Ud and Dixons Stores 
Group Ltd from a tax inspectors 
refusal of (heir Haims for group 
relief for (heir accounting periods 
siding m April and May 1982 that 
related to tbe expenditure they had 


incurred on a warehouse dev¬ 
elopment in Stevenage. 

Section 7 of the .Capital Allow¬ 
ances Ah. 1968 provides: “(1) 
‘industrial building or structure' 
means a building or structure in 
use (b) for the purposes of a 
transport... undertaking.. .**. 

Section . 7(3), as amended by 
section 75(2) of the Finance Act 
1982, provides: “Notwithstanding 
the preceding provisions of this 
section, but subject ir> subsection 
,[4) of this section 'industrial build¬ 
ing or structure’ does not indude 
any building or structure, in use... 
for any purpose ancillary to the 
purposes of... a retail shop.. 

Those provisions now appear in 
.section 18 of the Capital Allow¬ 
ances Act 1990. 

Mr. Michael Fcrmess for the 
Crown; Mr Rex Bretten. QC and 
Mr Stephen Brandon, QC, for 
Dooms. 

. MR JUSTICE UGHTMAN 
said that Dixons Stores Group Ud 
carried on the trade of selling 
goods /nan shops throughout the 
United Kingdom. The warehouse 
on ttseoinpfetion in 1982 was used 
as Its storage arid distribution 
depot. Dixons Group Distribution 
Lid main tabling-its transport fleet 
there. . 

The only issue was whether the 


Dixon companies were disquali¬ 
fied from obtaining the benefit of 
tax allowances by reason of the 
application of section 7(3) of foe 
1968 Ad- Was the warehouse a 
building in use for a purpose 
“anriUiafy to the purposes of a 
retail shop"? 

Whether the subsection applied 
turned on the answer to two 
questions of construction, namely. 

1 Whether h was sufficient thar the 
useof the warehouse was ancillary 
to the purposes of the Dixon group' 
retail shops and 

2 Whether use of the warehouse for 
the purposes of the distribution 
com pany^ transport undertaking 
constituted use for a purpose 
anrifiaiy to the purposes' of the 
Dixon group retail shops. 

The Crown had to establish that 
the answer to both was in the 
affirmative if it was to succeed on 
the appeal. 

1 Amffbiy to what retail shop? 

The Grown contended that sec-, 
tion 7(3) was to be construed as a 
free-standing provision and that so 
construed upon its face it extended 
to all buildings used for any 
' purpose andDaiy to the purposes 
of any retail shop or shops. 

If the subsection was so con¬ 
strued and its application was not 
to be restricted by reference to any 
other provision in section. 7, then 


that contention had to be correct. 

Kit Dixons contended dial sec¬ 
tion 7(3) was not a free-standing 
provision but was a glass art 
section 7fi) and had to be construed 
accordingly. Buildings used for the 
purposes enumerated in section 
7(3), Mr Bretten said, on their race 
lay outside those which fell within 
section 7(1). Tbe purpose of the 
express exclusion of them fay 
section 7(3), he said, could only 
signify, that such buildings might, 
by reason of their /unction as. 
adjuncts to the use of buildings 
used for a purpose within section 
7(1) themselves fell within section 
70)- 

An example given by Mr Bretten 
was an office used in connection 
with buildings used for any of the 
trades or businesses enumerated 
in section 70). . 

In short, he said, that subject to 
the operation of the proviso to 
section 7(3) and of section 7(4), foe 
buildings or building whose use 
qualified for tax allowances under 
section 7(1) would not include the 
building or parr of the building 
used for the proposes enumerated 
in section 7(3). 

Mr Bretten was correct Section 
7(3) was concerned, and oily 
concerned, with excluding from 
section 70} certain uses of build¬ 
ings which would otherwise have 
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fallen within section 7p): Tbe use of 
Dixons’ retail shops did not quality 
these shops for allowances under 
section 7/1). 

Accordingly even if foe use of the 
warehouse was for a purpose 
ancillary to the useof those shops, 
on its true construction section 7(3) 
had no application. 

2 Meaning or ancillary , 

A building was used for a 
purpose which was ancillary to the 
purposes of a retail shop if its user 
was confined to furthering the 
purposes of foe retail shops, rhat is, 
it was subservient and subordinate 
to retail selling. 

The services provided by foe 
warehouse were necessary for foe 
retail shop. But that did not mean 
it was used for purpose ancillary to 
the shops. It was used by the 
distribution company for the pur¬ 
pose of carrying on a separate 
undertaking in its own right. The 
conduct of a separate independent 
undertaking was the antithesis of 
an ancillary activity. 

The matter was to be viewed in 
the same light as if foe distribution 
company was an unconnected 
entity using the warehouse to carry 
on its own trade. But however 
viewed, foe use of the warehouse 
could not be viewed as ancillary to 
foe purposes of the retail shops. 
Accordingly, Dixons succeeded on 
that ground also.

(Judgment January 23] 

The supply of drop and prosfoe- 
ses to private hospital in-patients 
constituted a separate supply of 
goods which qualified for tero- 
rating for the purposes of value- 
added tax and therefore the 
hospitals could recover foe 
arnibutable input tax paid on 
those goods. 

The Court ol Appeal so held in a 
reserved judgment allowing an 
appeal by the taxpayers, British 
United Provident Association Lod. 
Wellington Private Hospital Lid 
and St Martins Hospital, against 
the dedsKHi of Mr Justice Jowfn on 
April 26,1995 to allow foe appeals 
of the Commissioners of Customs 
and Excise against derisions of the 
London VAT Tribunal and to hold 
that die supply of drugs and 
prastheses to hospital in-patients 
was not zero-rated for VaT undo- 
foe Value Added Tax ACT t%3. 

Mr Roderick Cordara, QC and 
Ms PBrdita CargflWThontpson far 
BUPA: Mr David Milne, QC and 
Mr Rupert Bafclry for Wellington 
and St Martins Hospitals; Mr 
Kenneth Parker.

LORD JUSTICE MILLETTsaid 
that foe question was whether ffl 
the provision of pharmaceutical 
supplies to in-patients in private 
hospitals and fii) foe supply and 
surgical fitting of prastheses, such 
as artificial hip joints or pace¬ 
makers, to such patients were zero- 


rated for VaT purposes. It was 
ccramon ground that such sup¬ 
plies were exempt from VAT and 
that that did not exdude tbe 
possibility that they were also rero- 
nuecL 

The difference between exempt 
Supplies and supplies which were 
zero-rated was that in. ihe former 
case the supplier could not recover 
the attributable input tax on his 
purchases while in tbe latter case 
he could. 

The cornmissioncrs had asserted 
that the supply of drugs to be 
administered to a patient in hos¬ 
pital was inseparable from the 
provision erf medical care and 
formed an integral part of the 
patient's treatment. That meant 
that the drugs lost their identity as 
a separate supply of goods and 
merdy farmed a component de¬ 
ment of a single composite supply 
of hospital and medical services, 
which were exempt but did not 
qualify for zero-rating. 

The cocnmisstoners gave a simi¬ 
lar ruling in respect of the supply 
and surgical fining of prosfheses. 

His Lordship did not accept that 
in Case 353/S5 Commission v 
United Kingdom 11968) STC 251) 
foe European Court of Justice had 
conclusively characterised the sup¬ 
ply of drugs and other items by a 
hospital in foe course of hospital 
treatment as a single, cotnposile 
supply of medical services xod not 
as exempt supplies of goods as well 
as services. 

It was only U one began by 
assuming foot "hospital creai- 
menr was a single supply that it 
was possible to conclude that foe 
supply df drugs or prostheses was 
an integral part of that supply. 

But the reality was that care and 
treatment in hospital involved 
multiple supplies by different 
suppliers; that it was difficult fa see 


why ihe supply by the hospital of 
fneoication prescribed by a consul¬ 
tant should be regarded as an- 
cfllary to the acaamtodarian or 
nursing, services supplied by fob 
hospital rather than to the services 

supplied by ihe consultant. 

That conclusion was supported 
by a further consideration. In most 
cases, the actual drugs admin- 
istered to the pan'ent were charged 
to him and paid for in acoordance 
with a price list, so that the total 
fcrflj he paid at foe end of his stay 
depended upon foe type and 
quantity of ihe drugs supplied. 

In such coses if was impossible 
to deny that the drugs in question 
formed the consideration for the 
payment, or that foe supply of the 
drugs was physically and 
economically dissociable from foe 
other items charged for. 

It was io be observed that in all 
foe cases which had previously 
come before foe court, foe question 
had been whether a single trans¬ 
action for a single price should be 
properly apportioned into two or 
more supplies. 

What foe contracting parties had 
joined together, tile commissioners 
could put asunder but what foe 
contracting parties had themselves 
separated, the ccanmissioners 
could not join together. 

It was common ground foal it 
made no difference if foe patient 
was charged for fixed price sur¬ 
gery. Accordingly, his Lordship 
would hold that in either case foe 
supply of drugs and prastheses io 
hospital inpatients constituted a 
separate supply of goods for the 
purposes of VAT. 

Lord Justice Hutchison gave a. 
concurring judgment and Lord 
Justice Kennedy dissented.

Dover District Council v 
Sherred and Another 

Before Lord Justice Evans, Lord 
Justice Swinron Thomas and Lord 
Justice Onon 

(Judgment February 5] 

A judge on appeal assessing 
whether a dwelling house was fit 
for human habitation should de¬ 
ride issues of Tact in accordance 
with ihe evidence before him. 

There were no special rules 
governing foe receipt of expert 
evidence in such cases. The stan¬ 
dard that he had to consider was 
that of the "ordinary user* raised 
in Morgan v Liverpool Corpora¬ 
tion (1192712 KB 131). 

The Court of Appeal, Civil

Soccer negligence 


McCord v Swansea City A. F- 
C Ud and Another 

A serious mistake or misjudgmem 
by a football player which had 
caused damage and should not be 
described as reckless was capable 
of giving rise id liability in 
negligence. 

Mr Justice Ian Kamady so held 
on December 19 in allowing the 
application of Brian McCord 
against Swansea City A. F. C. Ltd 
and against the first defendant's 
team captain, John Com forth, for 
damages for injuries sustained by 
him in a football match. 

MR JUSTICE IAN KENNEDY 


said foe second defendant was 
guilty of a serious mistake or 
mis judgment when he made a 
tackle. 

There was a foul, and an 
intentional one in the linesman's 
interpretation of tbe roles in that 
the second defendant took a course 
which led ro his kicking the 
plaintiffs leg. 

His Lordship did not believe that 
it assisted him to label the action as 
reckless or rash. The second defen¬ 
dant's error was inconsistent and 
unmistakeably inconsistent with 
his raking reasonable care towards 
the plaintiff.

Bui he was not bound to accept 
the evidence even of an expert 
witness, if there was a proper basis 
far rejecting it in foe other evidence 
that he had heart), or foe expert 
evidence was such that he did not 
believe it or for whatever reason 
was not convinced by it. 

That was the effect of Patel v 


M eh tab ((1980) S HLR 78) and was 
wholly consistent with leading 
authorities such as McLaughlin v 
O'Brian QI9S3) 1 AC 41ft 432-3). 

The appeal fell to be decided in 
accordance with general principles 
with two aspects raising issues of 
some general importance. 

Standard to be applied 

His Lordship agreed that the 
appropriate standard in ac¬ 
cordance with the statutory lan¬ 
guage was objective. but it did not 
follow that the experience, or even 
foe wishes of current occupiers 
must necessarily be disregarded in 
assessing, what the standards of 
ordinary user were: see Lord 
Atkin's test in Morgan (at pl45). 

The question.was whether the 
approach to section 604(1) raf the 
Housing Act 1985, as amended by 
section 165(1) of the Local Govern¬ 
ment and Housing ACT 1989. still 
depended upon the standards of 
ordinary use, as defined by the 
evidence but taking account also of 
foe judge's knowledge of contem¬ 
porary affairs, and his Lordship 
would unhesitatingly answer that 
it did. The Atkin lest of “ordinary 
user* still applied. 

Scams of expert evidence 

His Lordship did not consider 
that there were special rules that 
governed the receipt of expert 
evidence in cases such as the 
present.

Respondents must 
lodge security 


Balfour Beatty Ud v 
Brimnoor Ltd and Others 
Before Lord Abemefoy 
pudgmenl December 31) 

It was competent far a limited 
company to he ordered to find 
security far expenses at common 
law as a condition precedent to its 
being allowed to lodge answers to 
a petition against it and other 
named respondents. 

Lord Abemefoy. so held in foe 
Outer House of the Court of 
Session when dismissing a 
preliminary objection to the com¬ 
petency of a motion on behalf of 
Balfour Beany Ltd. in a petition at 
their instance, that foe respon¬ 
dents, Brimnoor Lid, be ordered to 
find security far expenses as a 
condition precedent of answering 
foe petition- 

Mr Craig Sandison for the 
petitioners; Mr Aida/i O'Neil] far 
the first respondents. 

LORD ABERNETHY said foal 
in moving the modem, the petition¬ 
ers did not rely on section 726(2) of 
foe Companies Aa 1985 but on the 
common law. The respondents 
took a preliminary point of 
competency. 

ft had been submitted that in 
terms of company legislation going 
bade with no material alteration 
for well ewer a century, it was 
provided that subject to tests laid 
down in foe legislation, a limited 
company pursuer could he or¬ 
dained to find security, but that 
there was no provision for ordain¬ 
ing a limited company defender to 
find such security. It was therefore 
incompetent to ordain a limited 
company defender to find such 
security. 

Counsel for the petitioner bad 
accepted foal the legislation did 
not provide for a limited company 
defender to be ordained to find 
security. However, he submitted 
that the legislation did not either 
expressly or impliedly exdude the 
possibility of a limited company 
defender bang ordained to find 
security at common law. m ac¬ 
cordance with the tests applicable 
at common law. 


According to foe ordinary rules 
of statutory construction, it must 
be taken that the common law 
route to security against a limited 
company defender was still open. 
There was nothing in the Scottish 
cases died by foe respondents 
which was contrary to his sob- 
mission. Those cases were con¬ 
cerned with the meaning and 
extern of the statutory provisions 
only and not with foe punt which 
had to be decided in this case. 

In his Lordship's opinion, the 
petitioners' submissions were well 
founded, it was accepted tiut foe 
test set out in section 72b 12) was 
different from, and less stringent 
titan tite test for ordaining a 
pursuer in find security for ex¬ 
penses at common law. The rea¬ 
sons had been explained by Sir 
Robert Megarry, Vice-Chancellor 
in Pearson v Naydfer (f I977JIWLR 
899.9D4), 

In OSQ Properties v Lotus Ud 
J19871 I WLR 127. (31). foe High 
Court had held that “foe statutory 
jurisdiction has always been 
supplemented by the courts inher¬ 
ent jurisdiction", and had decided 
that, in principle, there was do 
reason why security could not be 
ordered at common Jaw. 

His Lordship regarded foal case 
and the decision of foe Court of 
Appeal in fn re Unisojt /No 71 
Q1993| BCLC 1292) as highly 
persuasive. Both were concerned 
with the position of plaintiffs, but 
in his Lordship's view that did not 
affect the poinl that the common 
law power was independent of the 
statutory power. That pomt had 
been made in Acddental O Mar¬ 
ine Insurance Co v Mervati |(lS6b) 
LR 3 Eq 3XV 202). 

His Lordship was unable to find 
anything in the legislation or foe 
decided cares which prevented a 
limited company defender being 
ordered to find security at common 
law. U was unusual but competent 
in relation to a natural person and 
in his Lordship'S opinion was 
equally competent with regard fa a 
limited company.

Regional 
Railways Central, were continuing 
last night and an announcement is 
expected today or tomorrow. 

North of die border, ScotRail 
operates all local and commuter 
(though not daytime) Intercity ser¬ 
vices over a. 1,880 mile network, 
including the three picturesque 
Highland lines through remote 
areas of northern Scotland. It is also 


responsible for sleeper sendees from 
Easton. station to Glasgow, Edin¬ 
burgh. Aberdeen, Inverness and the 
famously reprieved West Highland 
sleeper to Fort William. 

National Express fought off com¬ 
petition from Stagecoach, the Scot¬ 
tish-based bus company, and from a 
management buyout team. The bid 
from National Express, which has 
many coach services north of the 
border, is sure to face intense 
scrutiny from the competition au¬ 


thorities. The company is Thought to 
have already held detailed talks 
with the Office of Fair Trading.

BUSINESS leaders are to 
hold talks with Labour on new 
ways of cutting red tape.

Cinema chains are planning record expansion, 
but there are fears filmgoers will be swamped 
by too many options, says Adam Jones

The multiscreen cinema operators 
could fed the pinch. Dodona Research, 
an industry analyst, says they enjoy 
profit margins of 25 to 30 per cent before 
interest, .tax, depreciation and 
amortisation are taken into account. 

Defincdas new ananas with five or 
more scree ns , multiplexes came to 
Britain in 1985, with a pair in Salford 
Quays and Mflton Keynes. 

Between 1987 and 1991. 500 new 
screens were constructed, according to 
Dodona, before a nxesrion-induced 
slump that extended in 1995. Invest¬ 
ment in hew screens, either through, 
new multiplexes or extensions to old 
roes, then surged hack to previous 
peak levels in 1996. 'v 

In a comprehensive survey of the 
cmeina industry last October, Dodona 
expected record growth for 1997: 30 
multiplex openings, accounting for 293 
new screens and 70,000 seats. 

Cinema operators have done noth¬ 
ing to dispel tins belief subsequently. 
Some chains, such as ABC, are. 
deliberately seeking areas where there 
is tittle competition. But in places tike. 
Sheffield, rivalry is going to be intense. 
The city currently has an ll-screen 
Warner Bros rinema, a ten-screen UCI. 
and a ten-screen Qdban. Virgin has 
been granted planning permission for 


a 20-screen cinema at Sheffield Arena, 
and Warner, now partnered by Village 
Roadshow, an-Australian chain, aims 
to develop the 11-screen site at the 
MeadowhaM shopping centre into a 30- 
screen “megaplex”. ■ 

On top of that, there is a planning 
application for a nine-screen Warner 
Village as part of the redevelopment of 
fee city’s covered market. 

Barry Jenkins, chief executive of 
ABC cinemas, says: **1 think they’re 
mad. I was offered two rites in 
Sheffield and I said no to bofe.” 

Sheffield City Council is worried, 
about the over-supply. It fears for the 
health of the Odero, the only city centre 
multiscreen cinema. Instead erf job 
creation, the activity eould just lead to 
job redistribution. 

Mr Jenkins says feat Bfrixtingfram 
and Manchester are also saturated. 
Instead, the company is planning to 
open multiplexes in Edinburgh, Mans¬ 


field and Rochdale- At present, ABC 
has fee most sites in Britain. Odeon, 
however, has the most screens. UCI fee 
most admissions. Odero is opening 
new multiplexes in Southampton, 
Leicester, Camden. Wrexham and 
Kettering, along wife two yet to be 
named sites: approximately 60 screens 
in totaL 

UCI says it will build at least 104 
screens between new and the millenm- 
um. Steve Knibbs, managing director, 
says: “The unknown in ail this is how 
megaplexEs (20-plus screens! will da” 
None of the UCI [dans is that brig. 
Other big players indude National 
Amusements and Cine-UK. 

A big factor in fee growth of the 
multiplexes is their bankability as 
anchors for new leisure developments. 
Property, c omp a nie s have turned to 
leisure as an alternative to commercial 
letting. High-profile sites such as 
Battersea Power Station have been 



Battersea Power Station has been earmarked for a cmema-kd scheme 


earmarked for cinema-led schemes. 
One developer arranged a deal that 
would net a £3 million profit by selling, 
a stake in a leisure project before fee 
original deal had dosed, 

But fee bottom line has been the 
growth in cinema admissions in the 
past decade- Dodona expects total 
cinema admissions to rise from about 
132 million in 1996 to 180 million in the 
year 2000. In 1984. there were just 54 
million. It also expects fee total number 
of multiplex screens to rise from a 
current level of about 900to 1,500 in the 
year 2000. 

Karsten Grummit. of Dodona, says: 
“There are still a lot of locations that 
don’t have enough coverage. The 
multiplex industry is very profitable, 
there is no indication as yet that 
demand is folly satisfied* 

The multiplex operators are also 
prone to bluffing. Announcing a dev¬ 
elopment in a aty can thwart a rival, 
even if you have no plans to build the 
cinema. Many will not happen. 

But there is no doubt that the multi¬ 
plexes idyllic youth—not one has failed 
— could be entering a trickier adoles¬ 
cence. As they evolve into megaplexes 
fee difficulty of showing 20 to 30 
desirable films at a time could lead to 
empty seals by fee thousand in spite of a 
general growt h in cinema-going. One 
cinema boss says: “It will be a damn 
sight more competnve.” He said last 
year’s wave of openings were already- 
hitting existing multiplexes. Up to 50 per 
cent of business has evaporated at the 
worst-hit ones. He says: They are not 
going to curl up and die." 

Cinema ticket prices have come 
under pressure from video rentals. But 
with new multiplexes building so dose 
to existing operations a price war 
cannot be discounted, particularly as 
higher profit margins on sweets and 
popoom could take up the slack. 

The catalyst for feat sort of competi¬ 
tion might not be for away. Barry 
Jenkins, of ABC says: “Sooner or later, 
a multiplex is going to dose from lack 
of business. When it happens, I think 
it's going to send shock waves through 
fee industry.”

Tins point is developed In 
a paper by George Magnus 
and Paul Donovan, of UBS 
Global Research. They argue 
that “concerns over fee 
strength or weakness of tbe 
euro, or participation in 
EMU, are of fitde value to the 
European competitiveness 
debate”. Traditional judg¬ 
ments on competitiveness 
have always depended on 
exchange rates and trade, but 
tills Is becoming irrelevant 
in a world increasingly domi¬ 
nated by multinational com¬ 
panies. Global firms are 
arguably far more efficient 
than governments in making 
longterm investment deri¬ 
sions, acting as conduits for 
technology transfer, and. as 
such, are the key to longterm 
competitiveness. 

Tbe UNCTAD World In¬ 
vestment Report pointed to 
the scale of this phenome¬ 
non, finding in 1993 that 
global firms accounted for 
two thuds of world exports of 
goods and services. Half of 
this comprised exports from 
one part of a company to 
another. In considering real 
competitiveness, look at 
France, which is running a

The UK's third-iargest 
mutual insurer, which on 
flotation is expected to 
hand over free shares 
worth about E500 to some 
three million members, re¬ 
ported a 28 per cent in¬ 
crease in total new annual 
premiums to £98 million 
last year. Single premium 
business rose by 46 per cent 
to £1.3 billion. 

Norwich Union, which 
could have a marker capit¬ 
alisation of approximately 
£4 billion, said single pre¬ 
mium life and savings busi¬ 
ness had increased fivefold 
as a result of a series of 
special offers on the compa¬ 
ny's with-profits bond. 
Sales of the bond alone acc¬ 
ounted for £253 million. 

Annual premium life 
and savings business rose 
21 per cent to £26 million, 
while sales of personal and 
corporate pensions rose 31 
per cent to £68 million. Unit 
trust and personal equity 
plan business increased to 
£45.4 million against £26.9 
million in 1995. The group's 
pension fund investment 
service won mandates 
worth E75 million to invest 
on behalf of pension fund 
diems — a rise of 117 per 
cent over the previous year. 

Norwich Union, which 
will give members details 
of rts flotation in the spring 
followed shortly after by a 
special meeting, fared less 
well on the international 
side: Annual premium 
business fell by 12 per cent 
to £81 million, while single 
premium sales were down

Allan Bridgewater, 
group chief executive of 
Norwich Union, said:

Dalgety blames BSE 
for half-time setback

A DECLINE of 30 per cent in 
cattle feed sales because of mad 
cow disease meant a sharp 
drop in profits at Dalgety in the 
first half, the food manufactur¬ 
er revealed yesterday. 

Richard Clothier, chief exec¬ 
utive, said the £4 million fell in 
pre-tax profit in the six months 
to December 31 to £43 million 
resulted from a £6 million de¬ 
cline in cattle feed profits. The 
s t re ng th of sterling has also 
reduced overseas earnings in 
the first half, he said. Analysts 
trimmed their full-year fore¬ 
casts by up to £10 million to 
£106 million to £110 million. 

The company expects the 
second half to be “much im¬ 
proved" because of the contin¬ 
ued improvements in petfoods, 
new capacity and new products 
in food ingredients, and the 
declining effects of BSE. Cattle 


food sales will be hit again in 
the second half, but with less 
dramatic effect than in the first 
half. Mr Clothier said. 

Net debt has increased from 
£281 million to £305 million, 
giving a gearing ratio of 76 per 
cent. However, capital expen¬ 
diture will fall as most of the 
group's main projects are 
completed, and gearing is set 
to stabilise by the year end. 

Despite a fell in earnings 
per share, from lO.Sp a year 
ago to 9.3p, the interim divi¬ 
dend is being maintained at 
Sip. It is payable an June 2. 

Sales of cattle feed in the 
first half fell dramatically as a 
delay in the cattle culling 
programme introduced to 
tackle BSE resulted in excess 
milk production which in turn 
reduced demand for feed and 
created intense price competi¬ 


tion. In petfoods, operating 
profit increased 8 per cent to 
£17.9 million as sales, taking 
exchange rate fluctuations 
into account, rose 1 per cent. 
Star of the show was Felix 
catfood which achieved a 
record market share of 27 per 
cent Arthur's and Choosy 
recovered their losses in the 
previous year. Mr Clothier 
said that a promotional cam¬ 
paign by Mars for its Whiskas 
brand had pushed Felix'into 
the number two spot briefly, 
but it had since regained its 
number one place. 

In dogfbod, which has not 
seen the same pick-up in busi¬ 
ness as catfood. die company 
plans in relaunch Winaiot in 
the UK. Its market share has 
fallen to below 20 per cent in 
the past two years and the aim 
is to return to over 20 per cent 


The division’s distribution and 
outsourcing costs have been 
pushed higher by the BSE 
scare. The distraction of deal¬ 
ing with its effects has meant 
plans to integrate the Quaker 
and Paragon businesses into 
its petfoods arm are nearly 
two years behind schedule. 

A 6 percent increase in food 
ingredients sales was not re¬ 
flected in the division's operat¬ 
ing profit, which was steady at 
£153 million after increased 
investment in manufacturings 
The company is expecting 
growth from ingredients in the 
second half. In food distribu¬ 
tion, operating profit fell 7 per 
cent to E5.6 million as growth 
in the US fast food market 
slowed.

The British Retail Consor¬ 
tium (BRC), frustrated at the 
low level of prosecutions of 
shoplifters, has just called for 
the new “dvil recovery" sys¬ 
tem to be introduced in which 
thieves could be sued for 
compensation. The request is 
now being considered at the 
Home Office.

Jn essence, there is no 
difference between a crime 
and a dvil wrong. Nothing is 
inherently and eternally crimi- 
naL Lending money at a rate 
of interest used to be a crime m 
early English history, but now 
it is a reputable business. The 
use of opiate drags for recre¬ 
ational purposes used to be 
acceptable, but in modern 
times such behaviour is crimi¬ 
nal A crime is simply any¬ 
thing 7 the State has chosen to 
criminalise- There are more 
than -7.0QQ different crimes 
but: as Lord Atkin once said,’ 
“the onfy common nature they 
will be found to possess is that 
they are: prohibited by die 
State, and those that commit 
them are punished". 

- It is the violation of this 
. principle that can be sufficient-" 
ly enraging to some victims to 
propel them into the dvil 
courts, motivated not by the 
desire for compensation, but 
by a wish for a court to 
condemn the alleged wrong¬ 
doer. Caron Thatcher, foe 
solicitor acting for the family 
of Dr Francisco, said: “The 
family's ultimate aim is to 
have justice done far Joan .., 
we hope that during the course 
of these proceedings more 
evidence may emerge which 


will result in the CPS review¬ 
ing the case.”

Iris Bentley: moral force 


A practising barrister has all sorts of 
ritents, some delightful, many forget¬ 
table. and a few impossible. Occasion¬ 
ally, counsel meets an exceptional individual 
for whom it is a privilege to act. Iris Bentley, 
who died three weeks ago. was in that dass. 

In December 1952, Iris’s brother. Derek, 
was convicted by a jury of the murder of PC 
Sidney Miles. Derek Bendey’s accomplice. 
Christopher Craig, fired die fatal shot; but 
police officers gave evidence that Bentley had 
shouted "Let him have it, Chris". Bentley was 
hanged on January 28,1953. Iris devoted the 
next 44 years to campaigning for official 
recognition that a gross miscarriage of justice 
had occurred. 

In 1993; 1 represented Iris in the Divisional 
Court She was applying for judicial review 
of a decision by the then Home Secretary. 
Kenneth Clarke, not to grant her brother a 
posthumous free pardon. Giving judgment 
Lord Justice Watkins (with whom Lord 
Justice NeiO and Mr Justice ^ 

Turkey agreed) explained that j rasffl 

“even by the standards of 1953” Jpg||i 

the decision not to reprieve 
Bentley from execution was f ^ 
“dearly wrong". 

Bentley was aged 19. Craig 
was only 16 and so could not be 7 vP- 

hanged. The jury made a 
recommendation for mercy, . 
with which the senior dvil v Wffy 
servants at the Home Office 
agreed, especially as Bentley's 

mental state was "just above _ 

the lew! of a feebleminded ; 
person". But astonishingly. 

the trial judge. Lord Goddard —:—:- 

(the Lord Chief Justice) wrote T\ a 

to the Secretary of Stale; Sir 
David Maxwell Fyfe, that be PANN 
"could find no mitigating dr- 
cumstances". 

In July 1993, the Divisional Court conclud¬ 
ed that proper consideration had not been 
given to tbe grant ofa posthumous pardon so 
as to recognise what the court described as 
"the now generally accepted view that tins 
young man should have been reprieved". The 
court told the Home Secretary that "it should 
be possible to devise some formula which 
would amount to a dear acknowledgement 
that an injustice was done". Three weeks 
later, the new Secretary of State. Michael 
Howard, announced that he was recom¬ 
mending the grant of a posthumous pardon 
in relation to the sentence of death. 

Although pleased that she had secured this 
limited recognition of the injustice. Iris 
continued to campaign (with the assistance of 
her solicitors, B.M. Bimberg & Co) to 
establish that her brother had been wrongly 
convicted of murder.

Office with a powerful submission asking 
that die case be referred bade to the Court of 
Appeal She described the grossly unfair 
conduct of Lord Goddard. In summing-up, 
he told the jury that it was "almost 
inconceivable" that Bentley did not know 
that Craig had a gun. and that the jury should 
ask itself whether to disbelieve police officers 
"who on that night showed a devotion to duty 
for whidi they are entitled 10 the thanks of the 
community”. He made no proper reference to 
the burden and standard of proof He did not 
correctly direct the jury on the law of joint 
enterprise.

If crimes committed more 
than 50 years ago can be the subject of a 
prosecution under the War Crimes Act the 
legal system ought not to grant itself a 
limitation period for rectifying the wrongs for 
which it is responsible 

Iris Bentley radiated moral force Her 
integrity and sheer determination won the 
admiration and support of all those she met 
Eventually, through the Home Office or 
through the new Criminal Cases Review 
Commission, the case of Derek Bentley wifi 
be referred bade to (he Court of Appeal and 
the conviction quashed. The final tragedy is 
that the legal system was unable to acknowl¬ 
edge its errors before Iris Bentley's death.

T he College of Law has 
achieved lift-off. The coll¬ 
ege has for years had a 
solid reputation for ferry¬ 
ing graduates to a safe landing at. 
the start of their professional 
training. But that is no longer 
enough. The tougher challenges lie 
further down the line in terms of 
career development and business 
management 

Professor Nigel Savage, the col¬ 
lege’s chief executive,'today reveals , 
his aim to take the co|lege into a 
new dimension by providing a 
range of sendees and qualifications 
to last a lifetime. 

“We have a vast amourit of know¬ 
how, winch is only being partially 
tapped," Professor Savage says. 
“Our ultimate vision is to create a 
university for the legal profession 
which serves individuals and firms 
alike." 

It is an ambitious programme, 
but will not surprise observers of 
the legal education scene. Professor 
Savage has already taken Notting¬ 
ham Law School from comp ara tive 
obscurity to a position command¬ 
ing the highest respect from top 
lawyers in London. 

Always critical of the Establish- ■ 
ment, he was appointed last year to 
the .top job in legal education in 
England fold Wales. He-was ex- , 
peefied to give fresh energy and, 
direction to an institution which : 


was widely admired, but which 
also needed to adapt quickly to 
satisfy a profession that has be¬ 
come more complex and dnwrse 
chuing the past decade.

It has 
moved away from the old stand-up 
lecture, emphasising instead the 
use of case studies and the 
customisation of education and 
training to meet specific objectives. 

in the longer term. Professor 
Savage is also conscious that the 
law is a tool which a growing 
number of people wish to use. 
Already he sees the creation of an 
advice industry around family law 
in which lawyers no longer have a 
monopoly. But he perceives this as 
being a genuine opportunity, not a 
threat He argues that if lawyers 
respond constructively, they can 
form the core of new mn In¬ 
discipline services. Rather than 
being sidelined, lawyers can re¬ 
main centrally placed. The job of 
the College of Law in this situation 
would be to meet the educational 
needs of ail the professions in¬ 
volved. 

If all these plans come to fruition, 
then more people in more places 
than ever before are going to 
benefit from the College of Law. 
The Establishment is biting back. 


Stepping in to defend 


W hen Sir Nicholas Lyefl, 
QC, the AttomeyGen- 
etaL dedded recently to 
discontinue the prosecution in 
the first British war crimes trial, 
he was exercising his inalienable 
right not to subject a case to 
review by the courts. 

“I had to make a public interest 
decision — to decide whether to 
grant a nolle prosequi,” Sir 
Nicholas says. "That wasn't a 
difficult one. The jury had heard 
for over a week whether he 
jSzyman SerafinowiczJ was medi¬ 
cally fit and had come to the 
conclusion he was not. There is 
an option in the case of a very 
dangerous person to prove the 
facts, and seek, a hospital order. 
This was not required in this 
case. There was no suggestion at 
all he represented a current 
danger to the public. I therefore 
issued a nolle prosequi” 

In fact over the past five years, 
the Attorney-Genera) has re¬ 
ceived between one and two 
dozen applications annually to 
issue a nolle prosequi, usually on 
the ground of very serious 31- 
beahh. “In a larger way the 
Seiafinowicz case was under 
consideration before we prose¬ 
cuted him at all; consent was 
required under the War Crimes 
Act. Before 1 granted the consent 
to prosecute 1 asked his lawyers 
about bis fitness to be tried and 
they didst make any representa¬ 
tions at that stage. When it came 
to the trial, if all the medical 
evidence had been one way I 
could have granted the nolle but 
there was a sharp difference of 
medical opinion." 

There are five similar cases 
being considered on the evi¬ 
dence; it is uncertain whether any 
will reach a triaL Decisions are 
some way off. "Obviously the 
state of health will be considered. 
The oldest is now aged 79. If 
re p resen tations are made I shall 
listen very carefully and consider 
such things as medical certifi¬ 
cates." 

The Attorney-General is regu¬ 
larly in the firing line over 
derisions he takes in his public 
interest role. As part of his office 
he also leads in some of the most 
important cases of the day, "I 
have appeared in Luxembourg 
and Strasbourg. For example, 1

He was also involved in the 
recent case hi which Greenwich 
council sought an injunction 
against a man who was alleged 
to have threatened to “do a 
Dunblane" on his release from 
prison. 

Another of his functions in the 
public interest is his contempt 
jurisdiction. “It focuses on media 
cases with refe re n ce to die Con¬ 
tempt of Court Act 1981. Con¬ 
tempt occurs in proceedings 
when anything is published 
which gives rise to a substantial 
risk of prejudice to tire adminis- 


iration of justice. In the Bdnuush 
case jin which the trial judge, 
after an article m the Evening 
Standard in. London, stopped 
proceeding? resulting from an 
alleged attempted prison escape}, 
1 shall have to consider whether 
there was a substantial risk. The 
■practice is to receive a report 
from the trial judge and to give 
the Editor [in this case Max 
Hastings] the opportunity to 
make representations. I then take 

advjoe from specialist coo/tseL At 
the present time 1 am awaiting 
the report from the judge." 

A whole swath of the Attomey- 
General's work is in the public 
interest domain. “I superintend 
the Director of Public 
Prosections, the Serious Fraud 
Office and the Director of Public 
Prosecutions in Northern Ire¬ 
land. In that whole function 1 am 
acting as Her Majesty’s Attomey- 
GeneraL not as a member of the 
Government J am appointed 
and can be sacked by the Prime 
Minister but in my public inter¬ 
est functions 1 can't be told what 
to do. 

"My whole relationship with 
the Director of Public Prosecu¬ 
tions is of independence. I am 
answerable to Parliament and 
expected to be scrupulous in 
avoiding any political party taint 
to the exercise of my duties.” 

He also makes applications to 
the Court of Appeal where the 
sentencing appears to have been 
unduly lenient “Every case is 
looked at by my team and then 
my myself or the Soh'ritorDener- 
aj, often both of us. 

T also take advice from Trea¬ 
sury counsel at the Old Baiiey or 
a member of a small panel of 
experienced criminal lawyers. 
The fact that 87 per coat of

Would he then like to see his 
powers extended as Labour pro¬ 
poses, so that he could refer every 
case in which a defendant ap¬ 
peared before the Crown Court? 
"It would swamp the system; if a 
large number were referred U 
would be impractical both for 
this office and the court

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U nlike so many art¬ 
ists who make 
youthful reputa¬ 
tions with phenom¬ 
enal speed and then fail to 
fulfil their promise, Paula 
Rego had a surprisingly slow 
start Although her output was 
substantial after she left the 
Slade School of Art in 1956, a 
quarter of a century passed 
before Rego became widely 
known in Britain. 

Today, at the age of 62, she 
is one of our most admired 
and popular painters. But why 
did this recognition take so 
long? Did Rego spend too 
much time in her native 
Portugal, enabling England to 
ignore the work she produced?

Swiftly drawn figures

Her 
teachers at the Slade would 
scarcely have approved of 
these brusque, impetuous 
studies. But her audacity was 
prophetic, and Rego already 
displays a preoccupation with 
the idea of human beings 
taking on animal identities. 
One dishevelled man crouches 
on all fours like a monkey, 
while elsewhere a woman laps 
at a bowl of milk with canine 
eagerness. 

If Rego had pursued the 
implications of these quirky, 
unfettered drawings at once, 
she would have developed her 
mature style far sooner. But 
die lure of collage, and the 
growing influence of Surreal¬ 
ism, led her in a different 
direction. The hybrid crea¬ 
tures who slouch, huddle, 
gorge and urinate in that early 
sketchbook grow wilder and 
more difficult to identify. Rego 
adds to the confusion by

cutting them up, and applying 
them to her picture-surface in 
an anarchic manner, explor¬ 
ing a language where ambigu¬ 
ity thrives to an often baffling 
degree. 

A strain of political protest 
enters her work as welL Sala¬ 
zar maintained his Fascist rule 
in Portugal until 1974, and 
several pictures hit out at his 
oppressive dictatorship 
through parable. She called 
one especially gruesome paint¬ 
ing Salazar Vomiting the 
Homeland , and her art often 
looked like the pictorial equiv¬ 
alent of an emetic 
Even at the height of her 
political wrath, though. Rego 
never lost contact with the 
impulses outlined in that stu¬ 
dent sketchbook. The animals 
stretching in a black, frieze- 
like strip across Stray Dogs

Using aaylic with fluency 
and verve, she unleashed a 
witty yet nightmarish cast of 
people, animals, phantoms 
and vegetables onto her shal¬ 
low sages. Acting out their 
obsessions against backdrops 
of freely brushed colour, they 
mirror Rego’s determination 
to dramatise emotions at their 
most fbrcefuL Weapons are 
often brandished, whether by 
a rabbit leering at a tearful 
cabbage or by a bogeyman 
threatening small bears. Retri¬ 
bution is a constant theme, 
most alarmingly in a venom¬ 
ous image where a sdssor- 
wielding wife slices off a red 
monkey’s taiL Not ail the 
pictures are fuelled by physi¬ 
cal threats: one of them shows 
a rabbit telling her aghast 
parents that she is pregnant 
But die possibility of danger 
never seems very far away.

1980s, Rego staked everything 
on a bold, highly simplified 
way of working.

cution. And she continued in 
the same impulsive manner 
when painting an equally 
macabre L986 series, where 
girls cradle dogs like babies, 
feed them, hold conversations 
and even shave them with 
alarming cut-throat razors. 

Only a year later, however. 
Rego began to develop a more 


measured style. Working now 
on a far grander scale, she 
gave her dramatis personae a 
greater weight and clarity. In 
an outstanding picture called 
Snore, a girl continues to focus 
her attention on a prostrate 
dog whose paws she dasps, 
half loving and half predatory. 
But the improvisatory pa¬ 


nache of tire previous pictures 
has been replaced by precise 
contours and an almost sculp¬ 
tural Feeling for volume. 

This new emphasis reaches 
its zenith in 1988, the year 
when her husband, Victor. 
Willing, died after -a long, 
debilitating Alness.

suh reflects the latest thoughts 

of the musfcolcgical confrater¬ 
nity, but the performers bring 
tfiwr own experience to 
achieve an instinctive re¬ 


sponse to the music. Especial¬ 
ly resonant were the Kyrie and 
Agnus dd of Ockeghem ’S 
Mass De plus en plus as well 
as the Offertory from his 
Requiem. The vocal ranges 
can be extremely demanding, 
but the Orlando Consort creat¬ 
ed interpretations that were 
remarkable for their ease with 
a difficult idiom. 

Special credit must go to the

BORODIN'S SYMPHONY No 2 
IN B MINOR 

Reviewed by David Farming . 

IT TOOK Borodin seven years 
to complete his Second Sym¬ 
phony, while his great nation¬ 
alist opera Prince Igor was an 
ihe bade burner. Some of the 
themes he had composed for 
the opera went into it, along 
with the associated imagery of 
heroic warriors, dusky Pot- 
ovtsian maidens, the pain and 
nostalgia of captivity, bardic 
narration and general merry¬ 
making. 

Conductors who immed¬ 
iately capture a world of 
larger-than-life personalities 
and deeds indude Loris 
Tjefcnavorian. Vladimir Ash¬ 
kenazy, Andrew Davis and 
Neeme Jam*. In more idiosyn¬ 
cratic ways so do Dmitri 
Mitropoufos, Constant Lam¬ 
bert and Enrique Batiz (all 
very fast). Valery Gergiev and 
Evgeni Svetianov (both slow- 
coaches). 

In the symphony's lyrical 
moments Gergiev is in his 
element and his Rotterdam 
Philharmonic woodwind are 
deliriously suave: Jarvi and 
Svetianov. both sturdily im¬ 
pressive in the more extrovert 
passages, tend to exaggerate 
the expressive swoons and' 
lunges. Ashkenazy is especial¬ 
ly stirring in tbe middle of the 
first movement and the finale, 
combining weight of rone and 
galloping rhythmic momen¬ 
tum, and the 1994 Decca 
recording captures orchestral 
perspectives more excitingly 
than any other." 

The second movement is a 
bubbly scherzo with more

than a hint of Borodin’s love 
for Schumann in its obsessive 
rhythmic drive and syncopa¬ 
tions. As in the first move¬ 
ment. Batiz and the Mexico 
State Symphony Orchestra 
hold the speed record, bur they 
reduce the rhythmic intrica¬ 
cies to a gabble. Dmitri Mitro- 
poulos with the New York 
Philharmonic in 1940 gets the 
full measure of the musics 
driving energy. His is ihe best 
of. the historic (pre-1960) ver¬ 
sions, by a whisker from 
Ktettid and tiie PhOharmonia 
from 1954. 

This third movement is 
marked andante, not adagio. 
Conductors who drag the 
opening, milking the wonder¬ 
ful hom tune for expression, 
tend to make the more pas¬ 
sionately flowing central sec¬ 
tion seem like an unconnected 
episode. Loris Tjeknavorian 
is especially bold in keeping 
the music on the move, and 
the straightforward singing 
quality of die National FbH- 
hannomc Orchestra wood¬ 
wind makes up for their 
slightly dodgy intonation. For 
infectious enthusiasm and a 
sense of open-air freedom this 
budget-price RCA issue (RCA 
VD 60535. £6.49) is my-li¬ 
brary recommendation.

Bernard Levin visits Palestrina at Covent Garden 
- and finds his worst fears confounded by a genius

Y ou could almost say 
that there are two 
Royal Operas today. 
There’s the increas¬ 
ingly dingy bufldmg sur¬ 
rounded by “mad up” signs 
and huge hales in the ground, 
with a management' under 
siege that doesn’t quite know 
what it is going to be perform¬ 
ing next season, or indeed 
where. And then there's a 
management that can pat on a 
stunning show like thisIoAeu- 
grin. which has had old hands 
reaching for superlatives and 
[a favourite and meaningless 
operatic pastime) their, "not 
since” comparisons. Not since 
ever, actually: f certainly cant 
recall a Lohengrin of such' 
musical splendour and rare 
dramatic conviction^ _ 

It is quite superbly conduct¬ 
ed by Valery Gergiev. Natu¬ 
rally. he brings an invigor-. 
a ring freshness of approach to 
a score that Is not central to his 
musical experience; a fresh¬ 
ness signalled straight, off in 
an account of the Prelude that 
is blessedly unportentous, al-. 
most bride by comparison. 
with the old German school, 
yet with a sense of serenity and 
radiance in hill lyrical, flow. 
That flow is maintained 
throughout the long evening,, 
together with a sinew in the 
overall paring to ensure that 
the music never comes to a 
halt, as can happen; and to one 
or two dangerously bombastic 
passages he brings disarming 
b rilliance and vigour. Not that 
he shirks the teg moments: the

Elijah Moshinsky has re¬ 
turned to revive his 2CVyear- 
old production, which was 
always exemplary and still is.

I hope someone, apart 
from me, has noticed 
that Jeremy Isaacs’s 
swansong has been trilled 
for foe last time. No one 
could count the bruises he 
has endured in what is the 
most unrewarding post in 
any position in this land, 
except perhaps for the man 
who wipes up the mess when 
the dogs have finished run¬ 
ning at Walthamstow. 

Bur Jeremy’s swansong 
was a strange one. Few had 
heard of it. and fewer still 
had heard a note of it. It is 
called Palestrina, and it was 
written by one Hans Pfitzner 
(who he?) and hardly had the 
first note of it been trilled, 
than eras of “Boring, old- 
hat, rubbish, waste of time, 
what did you call it?” were to 
be heard on these very pages. 

It. was. therefore,, with a 
heavy heart and a disguise 
that I settled down in my seat 
to hear the first aa of 
Palestrina, which, 1 had 
discovered, was a mere hour 
and three-quarters, with two 
more acts to come. 

I settled further down. 

But, when some 20 min¬ 
utes or so had gone by, I 
realised that I was in foe 
hands of a great musician, 
and when another 20 min¬ 
utes had passed. 1 knew that 
Palestrina came from the 
world of genius. 

Palestrina was first per¬ 
formed exactly SO years aga 
It is by no means perfect; 
when it came to shaping a 
mighty act Pfitzner was 
clumsy, and his three acts 
were shovelled together (Pa¬ 
lestrina himself . doesn't 
appear at all in the second 
act). Moreover, the story is 
bizarre, to say foe least; two 


groups argue about their 
music — one camp says it is 
too novel, foe other insists on 
foe old style. So what? But 
when it comes to torture- 
chambers — and it does — 
one might think that music 
was going a tittle too far. 

But the music! The music! 
It is no use trying to match it 
with this or that; Pfitzner and 
his genius pours out — from 
six o’clock in the afternoon to 
half-past ten. A good num¬ 
ber of people left after foe 
first act, and more did so

after the second. But 1 was 
nailed to my seat from 
beginning to end. 

And now I must jump the 
hurdle, and jump with enor¬ 
mous glee. Bour-and-a-half 
hours went by, and I never 
once thought of Wagner. 
When 1 got home he came 
bade to me. and I began to 
realise that there are genius¬ 
es and geniuses, as if they 
needed to be told. No, Wag¬ 
ner’s music is nor tike 
Pfitznert. Some say that 
both flow like a stream, and 
if you take it literally that is 
indeed the case. But the two 
are not similar. At least, I 
.cannot see foe similarities. 
For one thing, the warm th of 
Pfitznert stream is — foe 
only word for it — beautiful. 


Can a stream be beautiful? 
Yes, of course it can, and 
Pfitzner's is. 

Then, what about Silla 
and Ighino, who start the 
whole story? They are both 
immensely touching, but lis¬ 
ten to the music! Where is 
Wagner with such music? 
And then, what about foe 
apparitions, nine of them? In 
any other hands they would 
be ludicrous; but listen to the 
music 1 

Oh, you fools who left at 
the first interval, and you 
who did the same at foe 
second interval, you missed 
something important — not 
just important for finishing 
the music but something 
important in your life. Come 
back, you fools, and listen — 
listen to music that you have 
never heard before. 

No, I am not giving out 
ladders: is Beethoven better 
than Mozart, is Schubert 
better than Brahms, and all 
the silly wastes of time. I just 
say that Pfitzner’s Palestrina 
is a work of genius, and 
deserves to — and will — live. 
Far all I know, everything 
else that Pfitzner wrote 
might be monumental bilge. 
So what? We have Palestri¬ 
na. 

Never mind the second 
act; when you have under¬ 
stood it, you will realise that 
Pfitzner was an even greater 
genius. And when you have 
understood foe first act and 
the second, you will not find 
it difficult to feel the tears on 
your cheeks. There he is: the 
broken man—broken in foe 
heart and physically as well. 
And, as the broken man 
comes back to life, we know 
that we have been in the 
hands of genius. 


THEATRE: A sizzling Asian play 
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DOZENS of productions have 
transferred from Stratford to 
the West End, but I can't recall 
a previous case of one that 
began Up West and then 
moved out to E15. While it is 
true that Ayub Kban-Dinls

Beckham relishes 
becoming name 

in his own right 


DAVID BECKHAM still trea¬ 
sures a battered autograph 
bod; that contains, among 
others, the signatures of 
Glenn Hoddle. Bryan Robson 
and Paul Gascoigne. It is a 
touching reminder of his not- 
so-distant youth, of days spent 
pestering his teenage idols, 
and a vivid indication of how 
swiftly he has progressed from 
goggle-eyed schoolboy to in¬ 
ternational footballer. 

Tomorrow, at Wembley, 
Beckham will play for Hoddle, 
the England coach, and prob¬ 
ably alongside Gascoigne 
against Italy in a World Cup 
group two qualifying match. 
Yet as the nation expects 
victory, and Hoddle expects 
another vibrant display, he 
shows few signs of being 
burdened by such an occasion. 

Though Beckham, 21, was 
but a glint in the eye of Terry 
Venables, the former England 
coach, and did not feature 
during the European champ¬ 
ionship last summer, he has 
played in Hoddle*s three 
matches in charge. He is one 
of the first names on the team- 
sheet of Alex Ferguson, the 
Manchester United manager, 
and has amassed U goals this 
season with a spectacular mix 
of power, spin and swerve. 

A far cry, perhaps, from his 
early appearances for the 4th 
Chingford Cubs, or even Pres¬ 
ton North End on loan, but 
notiiing to get too excited 
abouL “I'm still a little bit 
surprised by it all," Beckham

said yesterday. “United 
bought several new players 
during the dose-season and, 
with such a big squad, I 
wondered if I would get as 
many games as I had done 
previously. 

"[ quite enjoy all the atten¬ 
tion and. if you're in the public 
eye, you've got to live with it, 
you've got to handle it I don’t 
think my character has 
changed much. I'm still quite 
quiet on and off the pitch. fYe 
never really suffered from 
nerves and, even now, I feel I 
can cope with most things." 

They indude being recog¬ 
nised in tiie streets of 
Manchester — having to give, 
not ask for. autographs — and 
being stalked by the paparazzi 
when visiting restaurants. His 
life, though, remains relative¬ 
ly stable.

Later on. as his 
international career takes 
shape, he will be entrusted 
with more responsibility in 
central midfield. 

“Perhaps when he has 15 or 
so caps. 18 months down the 
line, he will be ready to move 
into the middle." Hoddle said. 


"That'S for the long-term, not 
now; he's not ready for all that 
responsibility, he doesn't need 
that yet I could use him there 
occasionally, as a one-off. but 
he's still learning, he's still a 
bey.” 

Gascoigne is gradually re¬ 
covering mom an injured an¬ 
kle that ten days ago, was in 
plaster. Hoddle was similarly 
upbeat about the chances of 
David Seaman, the goalkeep¬ 
er, and Alan Shearer, the 
captain, playing against Italy, 
but was less optimistic about 
Tony Adams, Robert Lee and 
Ince. 

“We have three who are 
looking good and three not so 
good,” he said. "You can't go 
into a game risking six play¬ 
ers. that would be foolish. You 
can't afford to risk any more 
than two. At the moment it's 
still very much a case of 
having to wait and see." 

Beckham is a definite start¬ 
er. He might have been reject¬ 
ed, at 13, fay England 
schoolboys — the powers that 
be said that he was too small 
— but he is already an integral 
part of Hoddle'S World Cup 
thinking, now and for possibly 
marry years to come. 

"He is very level-headed 
and takes everything in his 
stride," Hoddle said. "Watch¬ 
ing him play this season has 
been a real bonus for us and, if 
can maintain that level of 
performance, even amid all 
the hype; he has a massive 
future."

TIM HENMAN'S march to¬ 
wards the top ten in men's 
tennis came to an unexpected 
halt last night when he was 
knocked out In the first round 
of the Dubai Open. It was 
Henman’s first match in three 
weeks and appeared to be as 
easy way back into the weekly 
grind, but, within an hour 
and a half, Henman had lost 
7-6, 6-4 to Martin Sinner, a 
qualifier from Germany 
ranked No 183 in the world. 

After the bright start that 
Henman had made to the 
year by reaching a final in 
Qatar and winning his first 
title in Sydney, this perfor¬ 
mance was all the more disap¬ 
pointing. It was not as if he 
did not have his chances, 
especially during the first set. 
but they went begging. 
Watched from the royal box 
by Chris Eubank. Henman 
looked decidedly ring rusty as 
he squandered seven break 
points, including three in the 
vital eleventh game. 

Sinner had no obvious 
weapons, but. with Henman 
out of sorts, he never needed 
them. Henman's service was 
inconsistent and his back¬ 
hand prone to errors. Even so. 
Sinner did not come dose to 
breaking Henman in the first 
set, and did his best to give 
him the edge. 

Henman managed to fight 
back from 5-1 down in the tie- 
break to 6-5, but, with his 
game working only in fits and 
starts, he had left it too late to 
turn the match around. 

Sinner finally got his 
chance to break service at the 
start of the second set. Dump¬ 
ing a forehand into the net to 
give away break point Hen¬ 
man served a double fault to 
go 2-1 down. He broke back 
immediately, but was broken 
again in the ninth game, leav¬ 
ing Sinner to serve for the 
match. 

Henman, though, is noth¬ 
ing if not sensible. He has 
taken in his stride all the hype 
and the hope that has sur¬ 
rounded him since Wimble¬ 
don, and this defeat is not 
going to send turn into a deep 
depression.

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Small talk sparks 
Davis into finding 
tide-winning effort 


STEVE DAVIS, who revisited 
the winner’s circle after a 
25-month absence by beating 
Ronnie O'Sullivan 10£ in the 
Benson and Hedges Masters 
final on Sunday, believes that 
a family conversation over 
dinner influenced his unex¬ 
pected re-emergence. 

An innocent remark from 
Greg. Davis's five-year-old 
son, struck a nerve far more 
effectively than the countless 
articles in which Davis, the 
six-time world champion, has 
been written off as yesterday’s 
man. 

"I was discussing plans for 
the week ahead with my wife," 
Davis said. "We were talking 
about what 1 would do, de¬ 
pending on results, when 
Greg looked up and said: 
‘You’ll go to the tournament, 
lose and come home like you 
always do.’" 

Davis Jr was bom two years 
after Davis equalled a record 
that he holds with Ray 
Reardon and Stephen Hendry 
for winning six world champi¬ 
onships during snooker's rec¬ 
ognised modem era. 

As a babe in arms, Greg 
was present when his father 
brought home other trophies, 
but, before recovering from an 
8-t deficit to overcome 
O’Sullivan. Davis had failed 
to add to his career total of 70 
titles since the Regal Welsh 
Open in January 1095. 

“There was another occa¬ 
sion when Greg asked me if 
I'd ever been a champion," 
Davis, 39. said. “I was

amused, but it did get me 
thinking how nice it would be 
to get that old feeling back." 

In his 98th final, Davis held 
O’Sullivan to 4-4 entering the 
concluding session, but his 
hopes of victory were forlorn 
when breaks of 96,72,121 and 
67 pushed the younger man by 
IS years into an 8-4 lead.

In terms of dedication and 
competitive spirit, Davis has 
much in common with Jack 
Nicklaus. By defeating 
O’Sullivan with such a sus¬ 
tained late spurt, Davis 
evoked memories of Nick- 
laus’s heroics on the back Time 
at Augusta to deny Severiano 
Ballesteros and Greg Norman 
the 1986 Masters' green jacket 

Davis described the result 


as one of his best ever. It was 
also his most lucrative as the 
£135,000 first prize superseded 
me of £105,000 collected at the 
1989 world championship. 

Barry Hearn, the manager 
of Davis for 22 years, made a 
now infrequent visit to a 
tournament in order to wit¬ 
ness an attempt by his longest- 
established client to defy the 
cynics who maintained that 
his name would never again 
be engraved on a trophy. 

“I’ve told him: 'You're too 
old and too decrepit to reach 
finals,’ but thankfully Steve 
didn't take me seriously,’’ 
Hearn said. “It's like the film 
Jaws. Just when you feel it's 
safe to go into the water. ..Oh 
my God, the Nugget is back.” 

Davis, a 28-1 ante-post out¬ 
sider. is too experienced to fall 
into a pit of self-delusion. He 
appreciates that it will remain 
tough to compete with the 
circuit’s new generation and 
match the phenomenally high 
percentage of final appear¬ 
ances that he boasted during 
his heyday in the 1980s. 

Davis, smoothly stroking 
the ball after incorporating 
"an easier, freer cue action”, is 
adamant, however, that by 
becoming Masters champion 
for a third time, he has turned 
a psychological comer.

But ft’s true 
that Keane has recently replaced 
Michael Buerk as the BBC’s Voice 
of Weight and Pity. The big, inves¬ 
tigative and finger-pointing Rwan¬ 
da stories — concerning the supine 
role of the Church, or the negli¬ 
gence of the UN — have already 
bean covered on telly in more inci¬ 
sive documentaries elsewhere.

“I’m not in this business to 
hurt anybody," Ron upheld — and 
amazingly, you started to believe 
him. Ron went to church; he wept 
at the thought of the man he killed. 
Poor Ted bleached from view as 
Ron's moral stature grew, against 
all the odds. Save us. Ron! They 
may never name a freeway after 
you, but you are Tacoma’s local 
hero, nevertheless.

WELLINGTON (final day of 
five): England beat New Zea¬ 
land by an innings and 68 
runs 

MICHAEL ATHERTON has 
won three overseas Tests as 
the England captain. The first 
two, in Barbados and Ade¬ 
laide, were glamorous, im¬ 
probable and largely irrele¬ 
vant. Victory yesterday, in 
more prosaic surroundings 
here, was oF far greater signifi¬ 
cance^ for. in all probability, it 
has enabled a series to be won 
and a leadership regime to be 
saved. 

Nobody in authority needs 
publicly to contemplate what 
would have happened if die re¬ 
sult had been different and 
England had likewise failed in 
Christchurch, where the third 
and final Test starts cm 
Thursday. All of them know 
that they might have been 
looking for new jobs. 

This was the measure of 
England's emphatic, merited 
win and the impact of a 
compassionate turn in the 
Gdde weather of this harbour 
riiy. If the rain that robbed 
this game of a day and greeted 
the {Mayers at breakfast yester¬ 
day had not relented in time, 
Atherton’s hold on the cap¬ 
taincy would now be slight. 

Unless the unthinkable hap¬ 
pens and England subside in 
Christchurch, he can instead 
begin planning for the sum¬ 
mer series against Australia.' 
Atherton's abiding ambition is 
to win an Ashes series and he 
will now have the opportunity, 
judged by a ringing endorse¬ 
ment yesterday from Lord 
MacLaurin of Knebworth, the 
chairman of the England and 
Wales Cricket Board. 

“Michael is a very strong 
character and a great cap¬ 
tain,” MacLaurin said. “1 am 
more than pleased for him 
today and I am excited about 
going on working with him." 
There could be no plainer con¬ 
firmation that the vote of the 
most powerful voice in the 
game will be raised in Ather¬ 
ton's support, and he will 
receive no argument from 
anyone within the England 
camp. 

Even in his darkest hours of

this winter, when his batting 
had regressed to awkward¬ 
ness and his demeanour had 
grown negative. Atherton had 
a devoted following in the 
dressing-room. Now that the 
elusive Test win has been se¬ 
cured. the strength of that fol¬ 
lowing is being emphasised. 

Darren Gough, whose with¬ 
ering burst of quick swing 
bowling just before lunch 
gained him four wickets for 
ten and brought New Zealand 
to the brink, spoke for the 
team. “Everyone respects 
Michael, “ Gough said. “He 
gives us all confidence. He is a 
great captain.” 


Tt is, of course, facile to 
believe dial anything much 
has changed through a single 
Test victory. England's cricket 
has not become mighty over¬ 
night, nor have the ills of the 
domestic system become any 
less serious. What this over¬ 
due result achieved was 
breathing space for a captain 
and a group of players who 
had suffered more than they 
deserved from the condemna¬ 
tion that will naturally follow 
a failure to win when it is 

expected.

David Buchler and Lee 
Manning, the joint adminis¬ 
trators, who were called m a 
month ago. have also transfer- 
listed 12 players and asked for 
a IQ per cent reduction in 
wages from those left at the 
New Den. Graham H orlop, 
the dub's chief executive; was 
also asked to leave yesterday. 

Taylor, though- is more 
concerned at tire wider impli¬ 
cations. with Bournemouth, of 
the second division, in receiv¬ 
ership and Darlington, of tire 
third division, experiendna
